The growth of community music 
means many things, remarks the Bos- 
ton Herald. It means an endless 
source of pure pleasure to those whi» 
listen, nnd far more to those who par- 
ticipate.

It means that at Inst we are- 
beginning to weary of being enter- 
tained by others and mean to create 
and perform our own music, through 
our own efforts. Most Important of 
all. It means that America Is discover- 
ing at Inst thnt she Is a united nation 
and Is expressing her joyful sense of 
unity In song. 

Let us see that the children have 
their share In this nntlonal awakening, 
a voice In this nntlonnl clio|Us. IaR 
every villnge, town nnd city gather Its 
young people nnd train them for a 
community chorus or orchestra. There 
could be no surer menns of making 
them loyal to each other nnd to their 
country and of preparing a musical 
future for the nation. 

The word wnr has taught us, for one 
thing, how to come together as a com- 
munity for spiritual expression In 
song.

If he carried out his an- 
nounced Intention to return the rail- 
roads to thetr owners on January 1, 
since congress could not or would not 
pass the necessary legislation by that 
time, yielded to the situation nnd on 
Wednesday Issued a proclamation set- 
ting the date for the return us Mnrch 
1. In the Intervening two months, 
he believes, the railroads and express 
companies should he able to prepare 
adequately for the resumption of tb^jr 
business under their ownership 
and control. This action plensed such 
congressmen and railway officials as 
were Interviewed, nnd tfie latter ex-* 
pressed the belief that the roHds 
would he ready by Mnrch 1. to carry on. 
Of course they expect congress to en- 
act sultuhle legislation and the Inter- 
state commerce Hill to permit such 
rate Increases ns will make It pos- 
sible for them to borrow the money 
for needed equipment, extensions und 
Improvements. • 

Immediately after the Issuance of 
the president’s proclamation Direc- 
tor Genorul Hines made nn appeal to 
all officers and employees of rullrnnds 
to redouble their efforts to produce 
the best and most economical railroad 
service possible during the remaining 
period of federal control. This really 
was directed especially to the railway 
brotherhoods, which have been hold- 
ing In Hbeynnee their demnnds for 
wage Increases amounting to nearly 
a billion a year to see whether the 
government’s efforts to bring down 
the cost of living would have any 
marked effect. They do not seem Im- 
pressed h.v thp present success of 
thosp efforts und are growing restless. 
It remnlns to be seen whether thpy 
will now wult much longer for the 
decrease In prices, which the attorney 
generul hns said are likely to begin 
to appear next month. 

Ttie prosjiects for enrl.v legislation 
for ttie return of the railroads to their 
owners have brightened very consid- 
erably. The senate having passed the 
f'uimntns hill, conferences began to 
adjust the differences between that 
and the Ksch hill pussed by the house. 
The els uses concerning wage adjust- 
ment, the forbidding of strikes and 
voluntary or compulsory arbitration 
presented the greatest difficulties. The 
conferees said thpy hoped to mnke 
considerable progress before congress 
reconvenes on Janunry 5. 


Work more — 
Produce more 
Save more — 


Addressing tbe chamber of deputies, 
the French premier made the first 
authoritative statement concerning the 
conference In Iyottdon. The two prin- 
cipal decisions made, he said, were 
not to mnke peace nnd not to com- 
promise with the soviet government 
of Russia. The allies were deter- 
mined. he added to he the allies of 
all peoples attacked h.v bolshevism and 
would maintain n barbed wire around 
Russia, notably hy aiding the Boles, 
Roumanians nnd others along the 
frontiers. He expressed full confi- 
dence In the A nglo-Frnnco- American 
pacts and predicted a solution of the 
Flume difficulty. The chntnber there- 
upon gave the government a vote of 
confidence, 158 to 71. 


Admiral Sims, who commanded 
America's naval fighting forces In the 
wjar, started what may develop Into 
u renl navy scandal when he declined 
to accept the Distinguished Service 
medal awarded him hy Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels. The admiral. In 
Ills letter to the secretary, accused the 
latter of Injustice and discrimination 
In making up the list of those to re- 
ceive nicdHls nnd nnvy crosses, nnd 
expressed his Indignation at the giving 
of the medal to swivel chair officers 
and to officers who lost their vessels 
at sea under circumstances that might 
not he to their credit, while It was 
refused to others who displayed grent 
binvery and gr.llnt:.. y In combat. 
Many of the latter, recommended for 
the decoration hy Admiral Sims and 
approved hy the honrd of nwnrds 
were cut from the list h.v Mr. Daniels. 
The admiral said such Injustbe would 
go fur toward destroying the morale 
of the navy and he did not wish to 
coiintennnce it hy ucceptlng the medal 
awarded to him. 

Secretary Daniels said there was no 
basis for the charge of favoritism, 
that he was determined to decorate 
every commander of a torpedoed ship 
— his son-ln-lnw. Commander Ragley, 
Is In that category — ami that the list 
Is not vet closed. It was said In 
Washington tlmt the admiral's action 
was very likely to bring about a con- 
gressional Investigation of the whole 
matter.

The nation’s business can grow only as 
fast as the railroads grow.

The 
recent plebiscite In Flume resulted 
In 75 per cent of the votes being cast 
In favor of the Italian government's 
plun for the future occupation of the 
city. It wus said that Captain D'An- 
nunzio declared he would not accept 
this result und thut he departed from 
the city. 

As for Russia, the bolshevik! seem 
to he gettlug along very well In a mil- 
itary way. They have beaten Betlura 
und his Ukrulnlun army, and are said 
to have cut off the retreat of Deni- 
kina's volunteers so that their only 
wuy of escape ts Into Kournania. Tbe 
Kstlionians and the bolshevik!, it Is 
announced, agreed on the questions 
of frontiers and military guarantees. 


For Home Builders to Decide. 

The first question to confront th* 
h< true builders Ih: “In what section 
shall we locate?" That la a question 
fop the Individual to decide, but the 
thugs he should look at carefully 
und answer before buying are: Is It 
a healthful location?

Are there city convenience*, 
such as mall delivery, fire and police 
protection, good schools, churches, 
clubs, nnd. last but not least, wlrnt U 
tlio possible future of the place? Is 
It well protected hy restriction* for 
residential purposes? Will two-family 
or apartment houses encroach or busi- 
ness come too near? It Is the re- 
strictions on the surrounding property 
that are of vital Interest to thA pur- 
chaser, not the restrictions on the 
piece being bought. You know wtiui 
you are going to do and you ulso want 
to know what others In the vicinity 
could do, should they be so disponed. 


Great Britain will never consent to 
separation of Ireland from the em- 
pire, hut is willing to give It the larg- 
est possible meusure of self-govern- 
ment and to give this at once. Such 
was the statement of premier Lloyd 
George to parliament, and he then 
proceeded to give an outline of the 
home rule bill which the government 
will Introduce when parliament reas- 
sembles. The measure will creute two 
legislatures somewhat on the Amer- 
ican model, one for the southern part 
of Ireland and the Roman Dalhollc 
part of Ulster, and the other for 
Protestant Ulster. Above them will he 
the council of Ireland, elected by the 
two legislatures. The latter bodies 
have the power to combine at any 
time without the consent of the Brit- 
ish parliament. All powers not re- 
served to the hnperia'l British parlia- 
ment are given to the legislature' 
These reserved powers include peace 
and war. foreign ufifuirs, the army unit 
nnvy, defense, treason, trade outside 
of Ireland, navigation, wireless nnd 
cable, coinage, trade murks, light- 
houses. and the apisilntmeut of the 
higher Judiciary until the legislatures 
agree on a plan for the ap|tolotmeut 
of judges. Also reserved are the in- 
come tax. customs and excise, hut 
the excise may he reclaimed hy Ire- 
land hy agreement of the legislature*. 
Ireland Is to collet all of the taxes 
and retain all but a fair contribution 
to the Imperial expenses. 


A compromise proposal concerning 
the |tence treuty wus formulated last 
week hy Senator King of Utah, t. Dem- 
ocrat who sup|>orted most of the 
l»dge reservations. Taking these as 
a husls. he so modified the wording 
that he hoi>ed It would he acceptable 
to ail the senators who favor the rut- 
iffcutlon of the treaty. Senator Hitch- 
cock was not so sanguine thut the King 
plan would solve the tangle.

Thin Is tin* season of the year when 
those who expect to built! n home next 
‘•prlnc are studying home building de- 
signs. Undoubtedly they hnve fixed In 
their minds about the sort of house 
they will build. ItUt the decision will 
be Influenced by the designs of houses 
they see and by the exteriors and In- 
teriors of the homes of the friends 
they visit. Nevertheless, building n 
home Is an important, step, and the 
house should not bo selected without 
a careful study of plans and considera- 
tion of what the family needs. 

One of the first decisions to he made 
I « In regard to the materials to he 
used. In a great many minds, the 
thought of a house brings a picture of 
a frame building of wood. To •others, 
brick will he the material, while some 
will consider hollow building tile, or 
•cement blocks. Each material bus Its 
idvantages and disadvantages. But, 
when arguments for and against tjie 
•different materials are summed up. It 
finally becomes a matter of individual 
laste. 

In practically every city the majority 
■of houses erected nt the present time 
are of brick, either of solid brick or 
-of brick over frume, or hollow tile. 
ISriek hns a good, substantial appeur- 
ance and has the advantages of pro- 
viding a home that is warm In winter 
and cool in summer. And at present 
prices there Is little difference in cost 
between any of the materials. 

Herewith Is shown a home building 
design that Is most popular. It is a 
five-mom brick bungalow that Is at- 
tractive In exterior appearance and has 
a room arrangement that is convenient 
and will make a most comfortable 
home. While the rooms are small In 
tin m her, they are of good size, and 
will provide accommodations for the 
average family. 

The attractive feature of the exte- 
rior of this house Is the porch. It Is 
gfl by 10 feet in dimensions, which Is a 


'fonveflfenf arrangement's. s^Icnty oi 
closet simre Is provided. 

A narrow stair, opening out of the 
dining room, leads to the attle over the 
rear half of the house. It will be noted 
that the roof Is raised sufficiently to 
permit of a g<*wf-sized room In the at- 
tic to he used either for storage or as 
a sleeping apartment. 

'itie basement extends under Ihe 
v hole building and provides ample 
space for the heating plant, the fuel 
room, and rooms for the storage of 
fruits and vegetables and the variouf 
garden tools, etc. 

This type of house Is not only eco- 
nomical to build, hut it Is a good It*

vestment. It Is of a size that is read- 
ily salable anrl hns a room arrange- 
ment that will appeal to a majority of 
buyers. 

The most satisfactory way to secure 
a home of one’s own fs to build It. 
Wlu n plans for the building have been 
selected, the owner knows exactly what 
he will get, and that It will he the 
sort of house tlint he and his fumily 
want 

Keep Community Buildings. 

One result of neighborhood nnd 
community activity during the war 
has been the Increasing desire in ninny 
regions to make tills work permanent. 
To this end certain neighborhoods are 
preparing to acquire buildings origin- 
ally erected for other purposes and 
transform them into eommuniiy cen- 
ters. Other towns which have tempo- 
rarily maintained headquarters for 
soldiers camping in their vicinity pro- 
pose to make these headquarters per-

Gov. Coolidge, of Mass., has signed 
the bill providing for the purchase of 
the Cambridge subway from the Bos- 
ton Elevated Company by the state. 

The Boston school committee bill, 
providing salary increases for Boston 
school teachers ranging from $72 to 
$384, was enacted by both branches of 
tho legislature. 

The Bay Road Inn, formerly the 
Eagle house, and for 150 years a pub- 
lic Inn, situated on the main road in 
Itowley Mass., and Its contents was 
destroyed by fire recently. 

Moses W. Merrill, who died re- 
cently in Newton, Mass., was the ori- 
ginator of the chain store system. Ho 
was born In Alexandra, N. H., and 
started business on a capital of $1.50. 

The members of the fire depart- 
ment of lxiwell have voted to with* 
draw their affiliation with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, with which 
they have been connected for about 
a year and a half. 

Prof. William H. Pickering of the 
Harvard Astronomical Observatory, 
who is stationed at Mandeville, Ja- 
maica, Is now engaged in a search 
for the planet which is supposed by 
astronomers to exist outside Nep- 
tune.

FEED TO INCREASE 
EGG PRODUCTION 


35 Executions in 
Army During War 


It is the practice of a large percent- 
age of the most successful poultry men 
to feed a part of the dally grain ration 
ground. Most of them feed the ground 
grain moistened with either milk or 
water, although some feed It dry. A 
fowl’s gizzard Is capable of grinding 
all kinds of grain, but It Is generally 
considered to tie more economical to 
have u part of ttie grinding done by 
steam or water power. 

The soft-feed Idea, however, must 
not he overworked, says an authority, 
liens like ground feed better when It 
is moistened thun when dry. Al- 
though full fed on dry mash and grain 
they will eat a little bit more of moist 
mash. For tills reason many poultry 
keepers give a light feed of moistened 
mush once n day to Increase egg pro- 
duction. When bundled right It Is 
very effective. 

A beginner often reasons that It Is 
cheaper for ttie miller than for the 
fowl to grind the grain; but the pow- 
erful muscles of the gizzard are there 
to he used, and experience has shown 
that the balance of power of functions 
In the fowl’s economy makes ttie vig- 
orous exercise of the gizzard bene- 
ficial. When feeding moistened ground 
feed have It u comparatively dry, 
crumbly mash, unit not a thin slop. 
Give what they will eut readily la 
15 or 20 minutes.

Spread on the un- 
cooked cake dough and sprinkle wiih 
one tahlespoonful of sugar mixed with 
half a tenspoonful of cinnamon. 

Rhubarb ahd Ralain Jelly. — Cook 
three dozeu large, choice raisins In 
boiling water to cover, until tender. 
Add more water If needl'd. Cook until 
tender two cupfuls of rhulmrh cut in 
small tilts, with one cupful of sugar; 
shake ttie pan to keep the pieces un- 
broken. Soften two tablespoonfuls of 
gelatine tu half a cupful of cold water, 
then add the raisins und hot liquid to 
dissolve (be gelatine; udd rhubarb and 
turn Into u mold. When cold and firm, 
serve unmolded with whipped cream. 
There should, tie a scant quart of mu- 
terlul, counting ttie water in which the 
gelatine was softened. 

Baked Ham. — Tuke a slice of hum 
two Indies thick, parboil hi water to 
nearly cover. Remove tlie hum to u 
baking pH n, spread with brown sugar 
and mustard, using a teuspoonful of 
mustard to two tableK|*><>iifuls of su- 
gar. Add ttie water from the pail, and 
feast* occasionally. Bake until well 
browued.

Cretonnes are shown In unending va- 
riety of designs in light and dark col- 
ors, skillfully patterned, so that they 
may be used In living rooms and bed- 
rooms to furbish up old-style or un- 
sightly furniture. Couches in the liv- 
ing room covered with it. chairs cov- 
ered to match, with hangings and cush- 
ions. will dress up t!,e heart of the 
home for winter or summer, with a 
small outlay.

Census Enumerators 
Started in Weymouth Today 



A mooting of the Census Enumera- 
tor,; for Quincy, Braintree, Randolph, 
Weymouth and Milton was held last 
Friday evening In the office of the 
Supervisor of Census, at Quincy. The 
Supervisor, Joseph I. Oarity of the 
8th District gave the enumerators in- 
structions as to the manner of tilling 
the schedules In connection with the 
coming Federal Census. The enum- 
erators have all received their sup- 
plies and started out today to visit 
every home In their district. 

The men and women appointed to 
serve as enumerators of the Four- 
teenth Decennial Census are charged 
by law with the collection of all facts 
necessary to fill out properly the 
printed census schedules which each 
enumerator will carry when making 
the house to house canvass of the \ 
territory assigned to him. 

The enumerators for Weymouth 1 
are: 

North Weymouth, Edith M. New- ! 
ton of 72 Green street, 

Weymouth. Nellie T. Whelan of , 
Common street. 

East Weymouth, Alton L. Fahey of 
30 Lafayette street. 

South Weymouth, Samuel A. Coch- 
ran of 164 Randolph street. Frank 
G. Loud of 14 off Pond street and 
Jacob Denbroeder of 315 Pond street. 

The enumerators for Braintree are: 

East Braintree, Frank O'Rourke of 
S3 Hobart street. 

Braintree, Mary Finn of 137 River 
Btreet and A. Maud Anderson of 440 
West street. 

South Braintree. Helen Hnrnish of 
117 Granite street. 

Each enumerator must visit per- 
sonally each house in his district and 
make his inquiries of the head or 
some other member of the family who 
is competent to answer census ques- 
tions. 

The Act of Congress providing for 
the Census gives each enumerator the 
right to enter every dwelling in his 
district for the purpose of obtaining 
the information required. Enumera- 
tors will carry with them at all times 
their identification cards and alsb 
their written commissions from ilie 
Government which they will show 
whenever requested t<r do so. 

They are instructed to he always 
courteous and considerate, but in 
those rare instances where informa- 
tion necesury to fill out the questions 
is denied them, they are empowered 
by law to insist on correct answers. 
There are legal /penalties for refusing 
to answer the census questions or 
| wilfully giving answers that are 
false. 

! Each enumerator is prohibited by 
j law from publishing or rommunicat- 
i ing any information obtained through 
the census regarding any individual 
or ills affairs. This obligation to 
secrecy likewise applies to all per- 
sons connected witli the Census. 

After the schedules are all filled 
out they are sealed up and sent to 
Washington where the information is 
tubuluted by means of machinery, 
names being disregarded entirely. No 
person, therefore, need fear that ills 
personal affairs will be disclosed or 
that the information given will be 
used to harm him in any way. 


It is expected that the work of 
enumerating urban districts will bo 
completed in two weekfc; and of rural 
districts in one month, except where 
severe weather makes it necessary 
to postpone activities.

beginning. We know that strong and 
good men. long ago passed to their 
reward, ministered at its public altar. 
Some were men highly esteemed for 
Jheir wisdom and counsel In the 
affairs of State; and all for their abil- 
ity and virtue in pastoral work. We 
know that the church, bo far as need- 
ing human aid, was sustained in its 
first century by strong pillars Within 
and by strong aids outside its -pale. 
"There were giants in the earth in 
those days,” and some of the true 
Puritan race in Weymouth. Nor did 
the race become extinct with their 
death. They left behind them a seed 
whose children and children’s child- 
ren. in successive generations, have 
been faithful to the trust committed 
to them by the fathers, in maintain- 
ing religious institutions for their 
own and the public good. This, cer- 
tainly, is the testimony of the obser- 
vation and experience of thirty-five 
years of pastoral work with the des- 
cendants of the founders of the First 
Church in Weymouth. The same was 
the testimony of one who had been 
pastor of this church about forty 
years, when, near the beginning of 
my pastorate, he said to me, "The 
best wish I can leave with you is. 
thut you may have as many and hap- 
py years among this people as 1 had.” 

When a church comes down the 
centuries crowned witti the testimony 
of Its successive pastors to Its fidelity 
and purity in doctrine and practice, 
in maintaining and perpetuating its 
Institutions and ordinances in its old 
age, surely it is worthy of being com- 
mended and honored on the occasion 
of the two hundred and fiftieth anni- 
versary of its birth. The churches 
which have grown up around it, and 
surely those which sprang' from it, 
have good reason to rejoice in a par- 
entage so venerable and worthy of 
grateful remembrance. Not in this 
world will it be fully known what 
has been tbe power of this church 
for good, and what the aggregate in- 
fluence exerted by it in the far off. 
bygone years, upon the churches a- 
round and the community at large. 
The two hundred and fifty years of 
its record are closed and sealed un- 
til a future revelation. May the com- 
ing centuries have a record that shall 
correspond to tbe increase of know- 
ledge and activities of the times up- 
on which it has already entered and 
through which it has yet to pass. In 
the end may it be worthy of the 
plaudit. “Weil done, good and faith- 
ful."

JITNEY MEN FINED 

The two Jitney bus operators at 
North Weymouth, William J. McCar- 
thy and Thotnaa J. Dolan, were fined 
$10 each in the Quincy Court on Sat- 
urday, but an appeal was taken, and 
the case goes to the Superior Court 
at Dedham. 

Town Counsellor Albert P. Worthen 
of Weymouth appeared for the town 
and Walter M. Smith’ of Boston for 
the defendants. 

Judge Avery, who presided, sugges- 
ted at the outset that the case in- 
volved certain phrases of the law that 
had not been passed upon by the up- 
per court and askpd if an agreement 
on a statement could not be reached 
so that the case might be sent up. 

Attorney Worthen said he would 
seek to prove that the defendant had 
been running jitney buses from North 
Weymouth to the yards of the Beth- 
lehem Shipbuilding Corporation at 
Quincy, and also to shoeshops within 
the limits of Weymouth, without be- 
ing authorized to do so. He also said 
that while it had been claimed that 
these drivers had not been collecting 
fares from their passengers, he would 
seek to prove that they had been 
hired by the North Weymouth Social 
Club, an incorporated body, to trans- 
port these men to their wofk. He 
would charge, he said, that the men 
paid in to the club a sufficient amount 
to meet the expense of operating the 
buses and that the club had been or- 
ganized for the purpose of evading 
the operation of the Jitney bus regu- 
lations of the town, as each passenger 
was entitled to ride i\pon showing a 
card signed by the officers of the club. 

Attorney Smith admitted these facts 
to bo substantially correct, but asser- 
ted that the law did not apply to the 
case at issue. He declared that the. 
statute giving" the Selectmen liowerr 
to make regulations covering the op 
eration of raffle upon the town’s high- 
ways. applied to common carriers. A 
Jitney bus operator acted as a com- 
mon carrier, ne said, whan he ran his 
bus along certain designated points 
and stopped to take $)n or leave pas 
sengers indiscriminately. The men 
on trial, he said, did not operate in 
this fashion and. therefore, could not 
he considered in such a class. 

Judge Avery expressed the opinion 
hat the club had been organized for 
tiie purpose of evading the Weymouth 
town regulations and in order .to al- 
low the case to get to a higher court 
for a settleent of the legal questions, 
found the defendants guilty and fined

Treaty Compromisers Still Are 
Hopeful but Wilson Shows 
No Signs of Yielding. 


Premier Nlttl nnd Foreign Minister 
Rdnlnln of Itnly have gone to Pnris 
nnd London to try to bring about an 
adjustment of the Adriatic dispute fn- 
vorable to Itnly. The lntter, address- 
ing the Italian senate, snid Mr. Lnn- 
slng’s proposal for the neutralization 
of the Dnlmatlnn Islands nnd the sur- 
rounding sen ns far ns Rngusa wns In- 
tolerable, since It would leave a pnrt 
of the Italian const exposed to the 
same attack ns In the late war, but 
he believed Great Britain and France 
could persuade President Wilson to 
chnnge his views. 

“M. Clemenceau and Mr. • Lloyd 
George told me,” snbl the foreign min- 
ister, “that if France, England nnd 
Italy agreed, even going beyond the 
terms of President Wllsqn, they be- 
lieved they could present the agree- 
ment to President Wilson nnd induce 
him to accept It In the Interest of Eu- 
ropean peace." 


President Wilson’s second Industrial 
conference hns put forward n tenta- 
tive plan for the settlement of Indus- 
trial disputes nnd adjourned until Jan- 
uary 12. when It will be rendy to listen 
to criticisms of its scheme from In- 
terested parties. So far the comments 
on the plan have ranged all the way 
from warm praise to ridicule. As ma- 
chinery for conciliation the conference 
proposes this: 

1. A nntionnl Industrial trlhunnl, ap- 
pointed by the president, to serve ns n 
board of nppehl for the final adjust- 
ment of wage nnd other controversies. 

2. Twelve reglounl chairmen, 'ap- 
pointed by the president, who will 
form boards on occnslon from estab- 
lished panels of employers and em- 
ployees for the adjustment of partic- 
ular disputes. 

8. Regionnl boards of Inquiry to In- 
vestigate nnd report upon nny dispute 
which either or both pnrtles refuse to 
settle through a board of adjustment. 

4. Umpires to whom a board may 
refer a dispute for decision. 

The plan does not propose tq do 
away with the ultimate right* to strike, 
to discharge or to maintain the closed 
or the open shop; but a decision un- 
der It would be binding on both par- 
ties, hnvlng the force nnd effect of n 
trade agreement. The conference be- 
lieves policemen, firemen nnd other 
government employees should be de- 
nied the right to strike, hut not the 
right to associate for mutual protec- 
tion or the presentation of grievances.

If the conferees of the sennte apd 
house do not arrive at a satisfac- 
tory solution of the railway bill puz- 
zle, It will not be for lack of advice, 
expert and Inexpert All sorts of or- 
ganizations have been taking n whnek 
at It, and nil of them nre directly In- 
terested. The American Federation 
of Labor, the four railway brother- 
hoods and ten railway shopmen’s 
unions affiliated with the federation 
got together In Washington nnd told 
what they wished, what they hoped 
for and what they would not counte- 
nance. In the first place, they de- 
clared themselves In fnvor of two 
years more of government operation 
of the railways, In order to give the 
principle of government ownership a 
renl test. They realized that the re- 
turn of the roads to their owners on 
Mnreh 1 Is now a eertulnty. but gave 
notice that they will make government 
ownership a political Issue In the fu- 
ture. As for the pending legislation, 
they declnred themselves against the 
anti-strike feature nnd the penalty 
provisions against censing work, nnd 
In fnvor of the features which tend to 
establish better relations between the 
employees nnd the carriers, nnd urged 
that these features tie extended to the 
sleeping car nnd Pullman eompnny 
employees. The railway shopmen 
nlready have voted to strike If con- 
gress adopts the Cummins anti-strike 
provision, and It Is believed the broth- 
erhoods might adopt the same course. 

Next, the American Bankers’ asso- 
ciation told what it considered neces- 
sary to rehabilitate the impaired cred- 
it of the roads. It favors the speedy 
return to private ownership; the vol- 
untary but not compulsory consolida- 
tion of railroad properties; permissive 
federal Incorporation ; exclusive regu- 
lation and control of the Issue of 
stocks and bonds by railroads and wa- 
ter common carriers by a federal 
hoard; a government guarantee to the 
roads for six months after the end of 
federal control, of net oi*-rating In- 
come equnl to the standard return for 
the same period during federal con- 
trol; and an extension of the carriers’ 
indebtedness to the government for 
capital expenses to run serially for 
from ten to twenty years. All these 
features are In either the Cummins or 
the Each bill, and some of them ure 
tn both. 

Another group vitally Interested In 
the railway legislation Is the ship- 
pers, and these gentlemen, at u nation- 
al conference In Chicago, besides re<^ 
omniending higher rates for the roads, 
adopted resolutions la substance as 
follows : 

“We are opposed to the creation of 
a transportation board as provided Id 
the Cummins bill. 

“We oppose the appropriation by the 
government of the excess earnings of 
a railroad company. 

"We oppose the scheme of ratemak- 
lng groups and standardization of 
earnings therein as provided for In the 
Cummins bill. 

“We are opposed to the consol Ida 
tion of the railroads and the division 
of the country into rate groups as pro- 
vided in the Cummins bill. 

“W# are la favor of legislation 
which will permit the return ut the 


Work Before Community. 

At n Boston chamber of commerce- 
luncheon, the secretary, besides pre-< 
senting a list of thirty-four projects,, 
including that for the erection of a 
Liberty memorial, which are being 
considered by committees or special 
representatives of the chamber, offer- 
ed five suggestions for what the or- 
ganization calls its “One Big Job.” 

"A city," lie said, "Is not made by 
location or by natural resources; It 
is made by the thought of the com- 
munity. Our community should think 
,und act as one. Our list of thirty-four 
tusks makes up a sane, progressive, 
constructive .program, hut is there one 
of the thirty-four that Is big enough 
to challenge the nt-entlon of the com- 
munity? Is there oue fine enough to 
he the least common denominator of 
the community — big enough that uIL 
tlie organizations of the city may join 
with us in its handling — big enough to 
Characterize the dignity ol’ the organ- 
ization — big enough to require a point 
of contact established with every fam- 
ily, if not every soul, in the com- 
munity? 

"What Is our one big Job? Is It to- 
build a new library? Is It to promote 
better industrial relutions? Is it to 
build a new high school? Is It to urge 
commission government? Is It to at- 
tack anarchy and bolshevism in our 
community?" 


The signs that a good many Demo- 
crats were ready to ebnndon the ad- 
ministration’s policy of ratification 
without reservation enused Secretary 
Tumulty to visit the capltol nnd study 
the situation for the president.

Numerous deaths In many parts of 
the country, due to the drinking of bo- 
gus whisky made of wood alcohol, have 
aroused the authorities nnd have 
spread dlsmny In the ranks of those 
who were relying on "moonshine" 
liquor for their evasions of the prohi- 
bition laws.

As 
one result of the deaths the bureau of 
Internal revenue' will recommend t<* 
congress the pussage of n law subject- 
ing the manufacture and sale of wood 
alcohol to the same restrictions as 
grain ulcoliol.

It will he noted by 
the floor plans that the foundation 
walls have only one “Jog," that for the 
dining room bay; also that there are 
no funcy exterior features that are 
costly. At the same time It Is a com- 
modious, convenient and good-looking 
home. 

During the coming building season 
there will he muny thousands of homes 
erected In the United States. In every 
city und every town, and In the rural 
communities there are not enough 
homes to accommodate the families 
living In them. This Is an unprece- 
dented condition, and one that has 
enubled the owners of homes' to de- 
mand rents that seem out of propor- 
tion to the 6lze of the investment in 
these homes. Still tha head of the 
family Is confronted with the necessity 
of paying what Is demanded, or build 
himself a home.

Almost any vegetable can be used 
for flavoring milk stews. Or a little 
fish or chopped dried beef tuny he 
u»°d. In the case of very little chil- 
dren enre should be taken not to servo 
any tough foods like Inrge pieces of 
dried beef unless the mother has tlmo 
to watch and Bee that they aro well 
chewed. 

Another way to use milk Is In sim- 
ple puddings. 

Rice Pudding. 

1 quart milk, whole H teaspoonfut ot 

or skim. ground nutmeg, or 

1-3 cupful rice. cinnamon, or the 

1-3 cupful sugar. grated rind of % of 

H teaspoonful salt a lemon. 

Wash tli4 rice thoroughly, mix the 
Ingredients, nnd bnke three hoi/rs or 
mono In a very slow oven, stirring oc- 
casionally at flrst. 

Any kind of cereal, ontmeal, com- 
mon!, or cracked wheat can be used 
In place of the rice and molasses, or 
brown sugar can be used for sweeten- 
ing nnd flavoring. 

To sny thnt a child does not need 
flesh foods like meat, chicken, nnd fish 
If he has plenty of milk does not mean 
thnt these foods nre not good for him. 
The chief point Is thnt they nro not 
needed nnd when used in addition to 
milk they are extrnvagunt. So far ns 
health Is concerned some of tho ton. 
derer flesh foods, like fish or chicken, 
mny bo given In small amounts even 
to very young children. No child, 
however, should he given tough meat 
that Is likely to be swallowed In largo 
pieces. Fried meat is particularly 
harmful. 

Use Fresh or Dried Fruits. 

Fruit once n day Is n good rule. If 
you cannot nfford fresh fruit, get dried 
fruits. Soak them well and cook them 
until soft. If the child Is delicate give 
only the Juice or pulp. Very young 
children who nre just beginning to eat 
other things than milk should he given 
the Juice only of the fruits. A little 
later they may be given the pulp. A 
healthy child of school age can eat 
apples, peaches and plums, skin and 
all. 

Every child should have plenty of 
good bread. There Is no danger of 
him eating too much of It unless It Is 
covered with sugar or Jam. A hungry 
child- will eat plain hrend without 
either butter or sugar between ineuls. 
Save the sweets for dessert. 

Whole wheat or graham bread helps 
to prevent constipation. So, too, da 
vegetables and fruits. Mothers who 
cannot afford vegetables and fruits 
should give coarse bread occasionally. 
Cereal mushes, like oatmeal, eornmeal 
or cracked wheat, are good food for 
children ; they have Just ns much 
nourishment In them ns the rendy-to- 
cat cereals and cost very much less. 
Hardness and crispness In food Is not 
the same as toughness. In fact, bard 
bread or toast Is good food for chil- 
dren. Bread that has been dried nnd 
slightly browned In the oven can be 
broken Into small pieces and served 
with milk as cereal mushes are. 

As to sweets, save them for dessert 
when the child Is not hungry enough 
to eat too much of them. One of the 
simple puddings mentioned above 
makes a good dessert. So, too, do 
plain cake or cookies. One of the 
cheupest sweets Is bread spread with 
butter and sugar, white or brown. 
Lump sugar Is usually far cheaper 
than candy. 

Breukfast may consist always of 
fruit, fresh or dried, with a cereal 
mush, milk, bread and butter. Hrea(l 
and milk or rice and milk are enough 
for supper. The chief meal Bhoulif 
come In the middle of the day. Here 


generous sprinkling of

i. It Is especially good for a 
luncheon dish. 

Fruit Souffle With Cornstarch. — Mix 

three tahlcspnnnfuls of cornstarch, 
one-third of a cupful of sugar and hnlf 
a tensportnful of salt ; stir Into one and 
one-half cupfuls of scalded milk; stir 
until It thickens, then add three- 
fourths of a cupful of raisins or cher- 
ries cut In halves; cover and let cook 
ten minutes. Add one tahlespoonful 
of butter nnd fold In the whites of 
throe eggs beaten very light. Butter 
six Individual molds, dredge the but- 
ter with sugar nnd till the molds with 
the cooked preparation. Set the molds 
on several folds of cloth or paper In 
a linking pan. pour boiling water to 
half the height of the molds and cook 
about 12 minutes. Serve unmolded 
with cream or a custard made with 
tile egg yolks. 

Honey Frosting. — Roll half a cupful 
of strained honey and a tahlespoonful 
of corn sirup to 2-10 degrees Fahren- 
heit. I’our In a tine stream tho beaten 
white of one egg. Beat until cool be- 
fore spreading on the cake. 

Quick Potato Rolls. Boll potatoes 
ami press through a rleer. To one 
cupful of potato and water add half 
a cupful of scalded milk, three table- 
spoonfuls of shortening, half a ten- 
spoonful of salt, one tahlespoonful of 
sugar; and when lukewarm, slir In 
one enke of compressed yeast mixed 
with one-fourth of a cupful of luke- 
wnrm milk; atld two and a half cup- 
iVils of flour; rut and work the dough 
Into a loaf nnd let stand to raise, cut 
It down once, then let raise again and 
make Into smooth halls, ('over and 
let stand until light. Shape for An- 
ger rolls and when again light, bake.

Lnce Is being used extensively for 
the high lights of the eostume. It ap- 
pears, for example. In silver to lighten 
up n frock of navy blue georgette. ’I he 
stilT silver Inre encircles the hips, giv- 
ing the fashionable outstanding line, 
and Is veiled by Just one layer of tlie 
soft georgette.- It edges the neck and 
short sleeves of the same frock. 

Cafe an Inlt Lyons lace Is used ns n 
foil In n Mouse which Is lined with 
Mack chiffon and has a girdle of black 
net tying In a bow at the hack.

As pelts nre becoming more nnd 
more precious, nnd even those tlint 
nre considered ordinary nnd plentiful, 
continue to ndvanoe In price, the own- 
er of n fur cont look^* upon It us nn 
Investment tlint Increases constantly 
In value. It Is hard to predict iftiy- 
thlng about the future prices of furs, 
hut people who nre well Informed 
say there Is no ehnnee of their fulling 
for some time to come; the clmnees 
nre tlint they will continue to go up. 
In view of this, short fur eouts have 
ndvuntnges over all others because 
they cost less, nre very smart nnd 
present n clinnce to remodel pnrtly- 
worn long conts Into something that 
Is stylish nnd new. 

Some furs nre difficult to make up 
or to remodel because tlie skins must 
be “mntelied.” tlint Is put together so 
that the joining Is hardly perceptible 
on tlie fur side. These require a pro- 
fessional furrier’s services when conts 
are to be changed or remodeled. Oth- 
er furs that do not require ‘‘match- 
ing’’ can he handled by tlie average 
dressmaker or good needlewoman 
quite successfully. The furrier's tools 
nre few nnd simple. They include a 
short, very sharp knife for cutting 
the fur on the skin side, special tri- 
angular needles for sewing, chalk for 
marking nnd strong thread. Home 
dressmakers use razor blades for cut- 
ting nnd buy needles and thread of 
the right sort. 


When the fur Is to he cut. It Is 
mnrked with chnlk on the skin side 
nnd cut with the ruzor blade along 
this marking. Pieces nre Joined liy 
holding tlie edges together evenly nnd 
sewing them by overcasting the 
thread nnd drawing It tight so that 
the edges are firmly held. 

Before making a fur cont one 
should cut nnd fit nn interlining, if 
one Is to be used, or take a cheap 
cambric and cut and fit it by the pat- 
tern selected, making any alterations 
necessary. The fur is to l>e cut by 
this lining so ns to nvold waste nnd 
alterations. Experimenting must he 
done in the lining and not In precious 
furs. For the silk lining, erepe-de- 
chlne, certain taffetas, nnd Japanese 
silks prove very durable. 

A short coat of striped fur nnd one 
of sealskin are shown In the picture, 
ns good models to copy In mnking over 
furs. Squirrel, either natural or dyed, 
kolinsky, mink or muskrat might be 
made In this fashion. The cont hns a 
wide collar with dark stripes vertical 
nnd Is finished at the bottom in front 
with a wjde border of skins running 
horizontally. The coat at the right 
might he of heaver, moleskin nnd oth- 
er short-haired furs with collar of 
marten or skunk or of the same pelts 
ns the coat. It hns a nnrrow belt 
that matches It, but that Is not essen- 
tial ; there ure as many beltless coats 
us others.

One of the six delegates to the 
Special State Convention of Massa- 
chusetts Department American Le- 
gion at Faneuil Hall. Hoston, Satur- 
day. Jan. 3, was Katheryn Howies 
Howley, who has kindly allowed the 
Gazette the use of her report for our 
loaders. The other Weymouth dele- 
gates wore Commander Coleman, Com- 
rades Thomas McCarthy, Russell Ril- 
ey, Cornelius Condrick and Ambrose 
Montleth. 

Dept. Commander Bdward L. 
Logan opened the meeting by read- 
ing the Preamble of the National 
Constitution. Invocation by Rev. M. 
J. O’Conner, State Chaplain. Com- 
mander Logan then introduced his Ex- 
cellency Gov. Calvin Coolldge who in 
part said: 

“Your preamble to the Constitution 
as read by Col. Logan expresses so 
well the aspirations of Americans 
that it ought to be a credit, not only 
to those who have worn the uniform 
of their country, but to all those who 
love, honor and revere America. Mass- 
achusetts lias been foremost In organ- 
izing this great body of returned ser- 
vice men and service women. You 
have history, remembrances and prin- 
ciples which bind you together and 
make for the welfare of the nation. 
Now those principles and that spirit 
that carried us through the war must 
be relied upon to maintain us in 
peace. We Americans live under a 
constitution and under laws that etn- 
enate from the full body of the people. 
It seems a strange thing that after a 
success of 110 years those principles 
and that constitution shfluld now be 
questioned! We must remember that 
the constitution, noble as it is, is 
written on parchment, as are our laws, 
and has. with those laws, no vigor 
and no power unless they mean the 
minds and the aspirations and the 
souls of the American people. 

After all, I think America is more 
a state of* mind than anything else 
and its associations, such us you have, 
that are bent on the determination of 
maintaining a loyal stute of mind 
that will maintain our constitution 
and our laws. They emanate from the 
people and if they change there are 
two avenues into which they can be 
changed: one Is despotism and the 
other is anarchy, and those who are 
udvoenting changes mean to plunge 
us into one or the other of those two 
things. 

The American people are coming to 
understand the forces at work and 
they are rousing themselves to resist 
anything of thut kind; and for the 
spirit of that great movement they 
looty especially to the American Le 
gion.” 

Gov. Coolldge closed with: "Let 
all tyrants und all haters of our Amer- 
ican institutions look into your eyes 
and tremble." 

His Honor Andrew J. Peters was 
then introduced und spoke us follows: 

"No place could be more titling for 
you to meet than in this hall, dedi- 
cated to liberty, this hall whose name 
is associated with freedom und with 
American institutions wherever* tlie 
American flag is known.” said the 
Mayor. “You came to t lie front at 
the time when the fundamental insti- 
tutions of our country were chal- 
lenged and now thut thut challenge 
' was successfully met, thanks to your 
hardihood, we cun well consider what 
further public service awaits a body 
of such patriotic citizens. The very 
words of your constitution which for 
bids you to engage in active politics 
as a body will help you as an order. 
Your presence as a body, your vigor, 
your manhood, will he a steadying 
influence in the life iff the community. 
I congratulate you 011 your constitu- 
tion which binds you as it does to 
keep the institutions of our country 
on the Kume basis on which they urc 
today. You have returned to peace 
from war and are now' of the civil 
population hut there is still a great 
duty before you and one in which 
you will render the highest service. 
Our democracy was accomplished 
only by centuries of struggle and 
maintained by lighting on the field 
- of battle, but though now there is no 
I qpen warfare your patriotic support 

• is needed to combat the influences at 
1 work.” 

| With the words. “A man we love 
l for the friends he has made und the 
[ friendship he has shown; u soldier 
1 we love and esteem because he ex 
t emplifles the type under whom we 
[ hope to serve if war comes again: a 
t citizen of New England; Gen. Ed- 
| wards. Commander of New Eug. Dept. 
1 and of famous 26th Div." After a 
| prolonged hand dapping reception 
t the general said: 

| “Com. Logan and fellow Yanks. You 

* good people make me feel Just as 


humble as I felt when 1 had 40,000 
men In critical battle line and when 
I was responsible for their lives and 
well-being; and I humbly thank you 
tor your confidence, for your loyalty 
and for .your endorsement. If there 
are earthly compensations you have 
given them to me and mine. 

“When I heard today your consti- 
tution rend In this Faneuil Hall 1 
could think that a new Magna Charter 
find been given our .people In a crit- 
ical time in their lives. You have 
accomplished more than I, who be 
tieve In you, dnred to believe you 
could do by your unselfish, unstinted 
patriotism. You have put aside petty 
things and you have done so much 
better than the heroes of the Civil 
war did in the inception of the G. A. 

R. that I can say to you that I tremble 
for the power that you are going to 
exorcise in the future. Let this same 
spirit guide you and I can continue 
to say what I have said every day 
and ’most every night since I came 
hack. ’ ‘You are the hope of this 
country.’ Think what it would he if 
In our Sennte and our Congress every 
man had had your experience. You 
men know that the army is the nob- 
lest profession in the world. 

"The things that menace us todny 
don’t scare me — not regular fellowB 
like us — regular fellows like our rel- 
atives and ourselves. They are noth- 
ing but police matters. Collar them, 
turn them over to the police; and If 
tho police want our bare-flsted sup- 
port they can have It — from the curb- 
stone or anywhere else. God pity 
the gang that tempts us! If you con- 
tinue to do half ns well ns you have 
done our Ideals nml our country will 
be saved." !

under difficulties and wishes of these 
Bureaus to be of help to all former 
service men. 

After these interesting and instruct- j 
Ive talks, a hearty vote of thanks was j 
given these men for their attendance j 
at the Convention. Adoption of reso- 1 
lotions and debate on constitution ! 
kept the attention of the convention !

Test for Tearing Force. 

A papei -testing muchlne has been In- 
vented by a member of the staff of the 
forests products laboratory at Madi- 
son, WIs. It Is expected to render 
valuable service to the puper Industry 
by supplying data regarding the 
strength of paper— data that hat not 
been easy to obtain heretofore. The 
difficulty In testing the tearing 
strength of paper has always been In 
securing a constant force of value. 
Irregularities In the paper structure 
due to Its fibrous nature rauke the 
reading of the force required to tear 
the paper very uncertain. The ma- 
chine now nearing completion over- 
comes this difficulty by yielding an av- 
erage force for the entire tear. It 
simply measures the work done lu 
tearing the atrip. Dividing the work 
done by the length of the tear give* 
the average tearing force. The length 
of the tear la the same In all cases, 
so that the machines can be calibrated 
to read the average tearing force.

Iliere has already appeared in th* 
market Victory wallpaper, but It was 
reserved for Bridgstiorth 1 b Shrop- 
shlre. England, to wesv# a Victory 
carpet. This Is now displayed In a 
window In London. The need for a 
plethora of symbolism would have de- 
stroyed (one would have thought) any 
chauce of achieving artistic success. 
But this has not proved to be the cose. 
The carpet In question, although a 
maze of doves and olive branches, 
anus and flags, roses, thistles and 
shamrocks Is reslly beautiful In color 
and design, and a not too observant 
person could walk acroas It without oo 
much as being reminded of the war. — 
San Francisco Argonaut.

President Wilson and Bryan Split 
on Ratification of the 
Peace Treaty. 

LATTER ADVISES COMPROMISE 


Executive Urges Issue Be Sub- 
d to People and Nebraskan 
Opposes — San Francisco Cap- 
ture* Democratic National 
Convention — Develop- 
ments In War 
on Red*. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Predictions of a grent spilt in the 
Democratic pnrty, 'with William Jen- 
nings Bryan lending the revolt against 
President Wilson’s policies, came to 
the verge of fulfilment at the big 
Jackson day dinner In Washington 
Thursday evening. Sensational devel- 
opments had been expected, and they 
came. The president sent u letter In 
which he reiterated lids demand for 
ratification of the pence treaty with- 
out changes that would niter Its meiin- 
Ing, strongly condemned the Lodge 
reservations and urged that the entire 
Issue be referred to the people nt the 
coming presidential election. 

Mr. Bryan, addressing the huge 
gathering of leaders, challenged Mrj 
Wilson’s treaty policy and his utter- 
ances gave assurance that he and his 
followers will fight the matter to the 
finish In the Democratic convention if 
necessary. He condemned the action 
of the Republican majority In the sen- 
nte while conceding Its right to dic- 
tate the sennte’s course, and contin- 
ued : "Our plan hns been rejected and 
we must face t lie situation ns It Is. 
We must either secure such compro- 
mises as may be possible or present 
tlje Issue to the country. Tluo latter 
course would mean a delay of nt least 
fouixeen months and then success only 
In (fie ease of our securing a two- 
thWvis majority of the senate." The 
party, said Mr. Bryan, cannot afford 
to share with the Republicans respon- 
sibility for further delay, and cannot 
go before the country on the Issue that 
such nn appeal would present. He 
even went so far ns to repudiate arti- 
cle X and to uphold the Lodge reser- 
vation on that urtlele, saying: “If we 
do not Intend to Impair the right of 
congress to decide the question of 
pence or war when the time for action 
arises, how can we Insist upon a 
moral obligation to go to war which 
can hnve no force or value except as 
It does Impair the Independence of 
congress?" 

It remains to be seen whether Mr. 
Bryan can secure enough of a follow- 
ing to bring about a real split In the 
party. He himself Is a potential can- 
didate for the nomination,* now more 
than ever, and It may be President 
Wilson will be compelled again to ac- 
cept the place of standard bearer. His 
letter made no reference to this what- 
ever. 

Ran Francisco captured the Demo- 
cratic national convention after a 
warm contest with Chicago and Kan- 
sas City. The Pacific coast metropolis 
pledged $125,000 and free use of the 
Municipal auditorium, which seats 
some 15.000 person*. This Is the high- 
est price ever paid for a convention. 
The date for the convention was set 
for Monday. June 28. three weeks after 
the Republican convention meets in 
Chicago. 

The national committee backed up 
President Wilson by adopting resolu- 
tions Indorsing the treaty of Versailles 
and denouncing as unpatriotic the at- 
titude of senators who are trying to 
defeat It or to qualify it by nullifying 
reservations. 

The Republicans also had an Impor- 
tant gathering, earlier In the week, 
when the party leaders of the 14 mid 
western states held s two-days’ pow- 
wrow in Chicago General Wood. Gov- 
ernor Lowdeu. both candidate* for the 
presidential nomination, and National 
Chairman Hays were chief speakers at 
• big dinner, and It was taken for 


grnnted Hint their utterances, or nt 
least those of Mr. Hays, gave a defin- 
ite Indication of the plntform on 
which the next Republican nominee 
for the presidency would stand. As- 
suming thnt this Is true, the main 
planks of thnt plntform will deal with 
labor and Industrial relations nnd with 
the radicals who seek to overthrow 
the government. A fair summary of 
the propositions with which the party 
may he expected to go before the i>eo- 
ple this year Is: 

Fair representation for labor In all 
the councils of the nntlon. 

Development of closer relations be- 
tween capital and labor with Justice 
to both nnd also to the third Bide of 
the trlnngle, the public. 

Sympathetic help for business, not 
antagonistic curtailment, as part of 
the economic readjustment. 

Strong repressive measures against 
I. W. W.-lsm and other forms of ex- 
tremism which ndvoente overthrow of 
the present form of government. 

Efficient and honest administration. 

No tnxes which kill Initiative. Ade- 
quate taxes, but none for extrava- 
gance. 

A plan for spreading payment of the 
war debt over n long period of yenrs. 

No undue federalization of Indus- 
tries nnd activities, such ns rnllronds; 
strong federal regulation, but not gov- 
ernment ownership. 

No toleration of attempts to array 
group against group, section against 
section or sect against sect. 

Back to the Constitution In times 
of peace. 

General Wood hnndled the reds 
without gloves n as might hnve been ex- 
pected. His bearers vigorously np- 
plnuded such epigrammatic sentences 
ns these: 

"The big Issue todny Is, first nnd 
foremost, maintenance of law nnd or- 
der, respect for constituted authority, 
and maintenance of a government un- 
der the Constitution. 

“Give labor Amorlcnn leadership. 
Don’t allow It to drift to the hands 
of anarchistic, red tenners. 

"As for the reds, let’s stamp them 
out. They grow only In communities 
where government Is timid nnd slnck. 
They are u cowardly lot, nssnssins nnd 
murderers often, cowards always. 
With tlbem go the I. W. W. ; their 
brand Is treason. 

"We’ve got to follow up our Immi- 
gration more closely. Why not In- 
struct the newcomers In Americanism? 
When they got over the gangplank the 
literature of the reds is placed In their 
hands. Let’s meet them with the liter- 
ature of Amerlonnlsm. 

"It Is very fine to picture America , 
ns the refuge of the oppressed of the 
world, but there Is danger In making 
America the dumping ground for the 
degenerates of the world. We’ve got 
to watch our Immigration more 
closely.” 

The government evidently has ac- 
cepted with alacrity the challenge of 
the reds and the war on them Ih in- 
tending to lengths which they probably 
did not anticipate. If their cause 
needs martyrs, they will soon have 
thousands who may be so classed by 
their sympathizers. Since the year 
opened the ngents of the department 
of Justice have been making daily and 
nightly raids on the heudquarters, re- 
sorts and homes of the radical leaders, 
and as fast as they can be examined 
by Immigration commissioners the 
prisoners are being sent to the Atlan- 
tic coast for deportation. Ellis Island 
could not begin to accommodate all of 
) them, so one of the army camps Is 
used for thnt purpose. At the time of 
writing Martens, self-styled ambassa- 
dor from the soviet government of 
Russia, was still at large, though the 
authorities were searching for him, 
believing him to be the real Lead of 
the revolutionary communists in Amer- 
ica. His "chief of staff,” Gregory 
Weinstein, who is rated as Troteky’s 
best friend In the United States, was 
captured. He has been In control of 
the distribution of bolshevist money 
and propaganda. 

The Chicago Federation of Labor 
I doesn’t yet see the light. At a recent 
! meeting It adopted a resolution de- 
nouncing the raids on the reds as a 
plot to kill labor unions In America, 
and also railed on emigres* to give to 
Victor L. Berger “the seat to which 
he is entitled." Then the delegates of 
the painters’ union were applauded 


when they nnnnunrcd that plans were 
being formed to oust from their union 
every member who belonged to the 
American I/eglon. Of course such 
silly action cannot hurt the legion In 
the least, for, as Commander In Chief 
D’Oller lias mnde clear, the purposes 
of loyal organized lahor and of the 
legion nre In full nceord. How much 
longer will union Inbor of Chicago per* 
mlt the reds to lend It about by the 
nose? 

As for Berger of Wisconsin, he de- 
layed presenting himself for n seat In 
.congress, nnd Issued the boast thnt If 
'he were again excluded he would be 
elected governor of Wisconsin ami 
then go to Washington ns senator. 
There seemed small likelihood thnt 
the house of representatives would 
sent him, though Representative Mnnn 
of Illinois enused some surprise by 
deelnrlng thnt he would oppose sum- 
mary proceedings for the exclusion of 
the convicted Socialist. 

New York’s legislature stnrted Its 
session by denying their seats to five 
Socialists. A resolution was pnssed 
questioning whether they could be 
loynl to their oaths of olfiee while 
hound to act subject to the Instruc- 
tions of the Socialist party, nnd the 
speaker ordered them brought he* re 
the bnr of the house.

Al- 
ready they are threatening Odessa nnd 
reports from Moscow say the peo- 
ple of Odessn are lleelng, though 
other dispatches assert they are 
preparing to defend their city. 
In their progress eastward the bol- 
shevlsts nre snid to have tnken the Im- 
portant railroad town of Krimwvedsk 
on the Caspian, and this. If true, will 
open to them the way to north Persia. 
In London the fear Is expressed that 
the reds will be able to overcome the 
small British forces In Persia and the 
poorly organized native troops and 
seize Teheran, after which they might 
, obtain control of the entire country. 
It Is considered likely, ulso, that the 
bolshevlsts will rapture Baku on the 
Caspian, the great oil center. 

The one setback which the soviet 
armies sustained wns In the wcs’. 
The Letts, evidently not earing to par- 
ticipate In the armistice nrrangisl by 
the Estbonlans, Joined forces with tin 
Poles nnd drove the holsbevlkl out of 
Dvlnsk and eastward In I-etgulla, a 
district which Letvin claims. 

The supreme council In I*nrls de- 
cided the exchange of ratifications (f 
the treaty of Versailles should take 
place on Saturday. January 10. in the 
French foreign office, but at this time 
there Is Indication that the Gennunl 
hnve dug up some additional excuse* 
for delay In the assertion that the sev* 
eral states In their "republic" must b* 
consulted. However, the patience of 
; the entente allies probably will not 
| last much longer.

Tl«e full extent of the damage don| 
by the terrible earthquake in souther* 
Mexico probably never will be known. 
It Is certain that many thousands if 
lives were lost, and numerous sum I 
towns were wiped out. The disturb 
ance was centered about Orizaba, ai 
occasionally active volcano. 

Again the United States government 
has been compelled to call the utter# 
tlon of President Carranza to the 
murder of American citizens. Three 
recent murders have come to the no- 
tice of Washington, and Mexico Is 
asked to use every means of bringing 
the slayers to Justice. 'Hiere Is not 
the slightest reason to exjiect any re- 
j suit from this protest and appeal. Al- 
ready the Jenkins case seems to t>e 
forgotten, together with the vigorous 
lauguag# it called forth in Washing- 
ton.

the Farr Alpaca Company of Holyoke, 
Mass., that on Friday it will distribute 
to its employes upward of $250,000 in 
the form of bonus amounting to 15 per 
cent, of their annual earnings. The 
announcement affects 2000 employes.

Record-Breaking Pension Payment; 
Smallest Number of Pensioners 


A record-breaking sum in pensions was paid by the federai govern- 
ment during the last fiscal year despite the fact that the number of 
pensioners was the smallest of any year since 1800. 

This was revealed by the annual report of the commissioner of pen- 
sions, who said that $222,129,292.70 was paid to 624,427 persons during 
the year as compared with $179,835,328.75 to 646,895 pensioners the year 
ttefore. The largest number of persons ever on the pension roll was 999,- 
446, in 1902, and they received a total of $137,502,267.99. 

Total pensions paid to date on account of the Civil war, the commis- 
sioner said, was $6,299,858,509.39, and the total for all wars reached 
$5,617,520,402.30 including $65,211,665.71 on account of the Spanish- 
American war. 

Last year 3,747 pensioners were scattered through sixty-three foreign 
countries, including one on the island of St. Helena. They received a 
total of $1,188,188.45. 

The net reduction in the pension roll during the year was 22,468, the 
number of names removed being 32,149 and the number added 9,681. 

Ohio led the states with the largest roll, there being 60,902 pensioners 
drawing $21,582,330.04. Pennsylvania was second with 59,072 pensioners 
drawing $20,630,813.44; New York third with 53,736, receiving $19,631,- 
090.72; Illinois fourth with 43,976, receiving $15,965,335.52, and Indiana 
fifth with 37,647, receiving $13,703,084.94.

For those who enjoy kidneys the 
following dish will prove worth a trlnl: 

IlifltMk tnd

kidneys through the center. Put the 
kidneys Into cold, slightly stilled witter 
nnd nllow litis to come slowly to the 
hulling point. As soon ns the boiling 
point Is reached, draw off the water, 
add cold, sailed water nnd boll lignin. 
Then drain, rinse well ami add the kid- 
neys to the slenk. 

In the meantime, roll the pieces of 
steak In seasoned flour, nnd brown 
nicely In a frying pan. Cover with 
witter; add a pinch of mnrjornm, sum- 
mer savory, and a few grains of nut- 
meg. Simmer until tho ment Is tender. 
Add nny further seasoning needod. 
Thicken t lit* gravy with Hour and but- 
ter. Pour the ment Into a pie dish 
with gravy enough to cover nnd then 
add the pastry top. Serve either hot 
or cold. 

Pastry for Meat Pies. — ("renin to- 
gether one and one-half tablespoonfnls 
each of lard nnd butter. Put this In- 
to one cupful of flour which lias been 
mixed with one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and one teaspoonful of baking 
powder. Add enough cold ntllk to 
make the particles stick together. Roll 
nnd cover to the edge of the dish. 
Leave an opening for the steam to es- 
cape. Serve from the dish after bak- 
ing a golden brown. 

Lemon Honey. — ("ream one cupful of 
butter, add one-half cupful of sngnr 
nnd mix until well blended. Bent In 
two-thirds of n cupful of honey nnd 
heat In a double holler, heating until 
well blended. Bent four egg yolks un- 
til thick, add the rind of a lemon, turn 
Into the mixture and cook until thick. 
Add the Juice of two lemons nnd stir 
until the mixture Is like thick cream. 
This will keep If put Into covered Jelly 
glnssos. Is very nice for cake or sand- 
wich tilling. 

Company Cake. — Cream one-hnlf cup- 
ful of softened (not melted) butter 
substitute with one cupful of sugar, 
add the yolk of one egg and one whole 
egg nnd cream until well mixed. Save 
tho egg white for the frosting. Add 
one teaspoonful of cinnamon nnd hnlf 
a tenspoonful of cloves. Mix well and 
add one cupful of canned berries. Juice 
nnd all. Sift one teaspoonful of soda 
with two cupfuls of flour nnd ndd tho 
first mixture; beat well and pour into 
a well greased loaf tin. finite In n 
moderate oven. Cover with boiled 
frosting, using the egg white, one cup- 
ful of sugar and one-third of n cupful 
of water boiled together until It hairs, 
then pour over the stiffly beaten egg 
white. 

Chocolate Sauce for Ice Cream. — 

Melt two squares of chocolate ln one 
cupful of hot water, add two tnble- 
spoon fills of flour to one cupful of su- 
gar; when well mixed ndd to the choc- 
olate and water, with a pinch of salt; 
cook until, smooth, remove from the 
heat and add a teaspoonful of vanilla. 

WAYS OF SERVING POPCORN. 

Happiness Is the nntura! and the 
normal; It Is one of the ronconiltants 
of righteousness, which inruns living 
In right relations with the laws of 
our bring and the laws of thr uni- 
verse about us. No clear-thinking man 
or woman can be an apostle of de- 
spair. 

First pop the corn. Coni should he 
popped over a hot tire, but care should 
be taken not to scorch 
the grains. If a wire 
popper is used, bold It 
far enough from the heat 
to prevent burning. The 
right degree of heat 
should make good corn 
pop I 11 uhout u minute 
and a half. Too strong 
heat will cause some of 
the kernels to pop sooner, hut many 
will not pop ut all. If corn pops well 
the bulk should be Increased 20 times. 

Do not throw away the “old bache- 
lors’* (those that won’t pop), but put 
them through the coffee mill or meat 
grinder und serve as a breukfust food ; 
they give variety und are fur superior 
to many breakfast foods. 

Sugared popcorn Is another nice con- 
fection. Muke a sirup by boiling to- 
gether two cupfuls of sugar und one of 
water until the sirup hairs or burdens 
In cold wutex. Four this sirup over 
six quarts of popped corn and stir un- 
til the grains ure well coated. 

A handful of fluffy white kernels of 
well popped corn will add to many des- 
serts or entrees. 

Serve u few kernels on the sherbet 
; glass of Junket or on the boiled cus- 
: iird over a souffle Just before taking 
ju the table.

so. It Is .1 sugges- 
tion worth noting. This mixture may 
take place after the fruits are rooked, 
but of course the results will be bet- 
ter If both are cooked together when 
fresh. Use one part of the berries to 
two parts of rhubarb. 

Snvo all Juices from canned fruit, 
if but a tahlospoonful In the Jnr; 
mixed with two or three of some oth- 
er flavor, one will have enough to 
flavor a pudding sauce, lemonade or 
baked apples. 

But the last few spoonfuls of horse- 
radish left ln the glnss Into the pickle 
Jar to keep the vinegar In good flavor. 

Sprinkle dried bread crumbs over 
string bonus cooked for the table, then 
add paprika and celery salt for sea- 
soning. 

When half an onion lias been used, 
turn tbo cut side down on n stnnll 
plate, and It will keep fresh ior days. 

A bunch of parsley, If washed and 
put Into a mason Jar, sealed alr-tlght. 
will keep fresh and crisp for two 
weeks. Leave enough water clinging 
to the leaves to keep them moist. 

Apple Juice nnd pulp combines well 
with many fruits nnd berries, extend- 
ing tho delicate flavor of choice fruit 
nnd reducing the cost which might oth- 
erwise be prohibitive. 

A slice of pineapple will flavor a 
large dish of milder fruit ; so will 
quinces and oranges combine with ap- 
ples for marmalade. 

Apple Juice with poach or cherry, 
strawberry or other fruits which are 
hard to thicken, makes very good Jelly 
which would otherwise be slrup.v. 

Cranberry Juice Is another good fruit 
extender; added to fresh strawberries 
It makes n beautiful and tasty pre- 
serve. Strawberries, when canned, 
often lose their color, but with cran- 
berries this Is overcome. 

Quinces cooked with crnnlierrles 
makes a fine mixture; use one-third 
cranberries to two-thirds quinces, then 
proceed as for any Jelly.

Children nre far more restricted In 
their diet than are grownups, and they 
are more depend- 
ent upon special 
foods. We all 
need n diet so 
balanced that It 
will produce the 
highest etllclency, 
but tin 1 food for 
a growing child 
must do more than that. The growing 
child Is building new flesh and bone. 
For this reason the child should have 
a larger proportion of body-building 
foods than adults. Milk is the most 
important; eggs, butter and well- 
cooked cereals, with top milk, are very 
Important in the diet of the child. 

We are told repeatedly by those 
who have ruude a study of the diet of 
the child that no mother should buy a 
pound of meal until she has purchased 
a quart of milk for each child In ber 
fumlly. 

Milk Is the Ideal food for the child. 
It contains the elements needed to pro- 
mote growth with the exception of 
Iron. This element Is given the child 
lu such vegetables us spluuch, beet 
greens und carrots. 

As the child grows and becomes very 
active other foods are added, such as 
I starchy foods, which supply energy. 

* When milk is unpleasant to the child 
j give It to him in cream soups, custards 
und cocoa. The older members of the 
family may be underrutioued on milk, 
but never let the children want for It. 

Dishes mude chiefly of milk, meat, 
flsli, poultry und egg, with meat substi- 
tutes, form the most Important group 
ln the well-bulunced rution. Then 
come cereals und bread ; then fats, of 
which the most Important Is butter. lio 
not give children fried foods which are 
bard to digest. Fruits and vegetables 
are next ; then simple sweets such us 
dried fruits or pure caudles. Candy 
should always be given ut the end of 
the meal, never before. 

Wheat taken from the granary, well 
washed, soaked over night, then cooked 
ln the surne water until well cracked 
and covered with gluten. Is one of the 
most desirable of foods for growing 
children. Serve It with top milk.

There nre some beautiful nn<l more 
or less useless accessories of dress 
that fashion never frowns upon; al- 
though she treats them with consider- 
able Indifference for lengthy periods 
of time.

SOME SLASHING REOUGTIONS IN 
PERIOD PATTERN DINING ROOM SETS 


Weymouth Pastor 

Would Deport the Reds 


Vigorous protest was launched last 
Sunday evening by Rev. J. Caleb Jus- 
tice at the Union Church, against any 
newspaper, lecturer or "preacher who 
criticises the government In Its pres- 
ent policy of eradicating the “Red” 
propaganda In this country. The 
speaker said In part: 

"During these re constructive years 
our country must stand together in 
loyalty for our democratic institutions 
Just as we stood loyally together in 
the Lloerty drives when our boys 
were going over the top to wrest vic- 
tory from tlie Germans in the Great 
War. One of the grent dangers that 
we face today is from the insidious 
propaganda of the extreme Socialist 
group which is not only spreading 
ideas that contemplate the overthrow 
of our government but that has been 
viciously plotting and attempting here 
and there to carry out the destruc- 
tion of our social and political insti- 
tutions." 

Mr. Justice outlined the ideas of 
Carl Marx, worshipped as the Christ 
by Radical Socialism, and said that 
Marx, driven out of autocratic Ger- 
many because of his rabid doctrines, 
found usylum and protection in free 
England where he published his 
works advocating the overthrow of 
capital and government. 

"These Bolshevists — a group of the 
most radical socialists— are as much 
opposed to democracy as they are to 
autocracy” continued the speaker. 
"Th^y are plotting to bring about 
class war and the destruction by the 
most ignorant laborer of every other 
class of society. They stand for the 
nationalizing of women — the death- 
blow' of the home, and the bringing 
up of children by appointees of the 
Soviet. 

“The world lias seen this experi- 
ment tried before: with the abolition 
of government, of capital, of the home, 
we have primitive savagery of pre- 
historic man and his philosophy of 
individualism, each man for himself 
and the Devil take the hindmost. By 
a hard and painful pathway, through 
the blood of martyrs, heroes and 
saints, man has struggled through till- 
ages up toward our present civiliza- 


tion. It is not perfect by any means, 

| hut it is the best yet. And the way 
is not backward but forward to a 
yet higher social order. We must 
keep the best we have, not destroy 
the very foundations of that best.” 

The speaker concluded by pointing 
out two considerations that he said 
were frequently overlooked by the 
milk and water “liberal" who showed 
the white feather to the "Reds." "The 
capitalistic order of economic life is 
the only one that guarantees us against 
those periods of famine, privation and 
plague such as swept over mediaeval 
Europe and periodically yet sweeps 
over some interior sections of China 
and of India. When creeps fail we de- 
pend on stored up wealth in the form 
of food stuffs and the means of trans- 
portation, and tills stored up wealtli 
is capital. 

Tlie second consideration is that 
these aliens have largely come into 
tills country, even being received by 
open arms, because of oppression and 
lack of opportunity in the countries 
of their race and birth. They then 
plot to destroy their foster-mother. 
They come over here to sit under 
our vine and fig tree’ planted and 
reared by the hardship and sacrifice 
of our forefathers, then these Bol- 
shevists plot to uproot that same ‘vine 
and fig tree.’ Bombs are planted, 
strikes are instigated, our loyal boys 
who have seen service across the 
seas for freedom are shot at from 
behind chimney pots in their home 
city, by these “Reds." Let them be 
deported — taken back to the land of 
their race. 

Meanwhile we must offset their vic- 
ious propaganda by developing the 
true ijpirlt of Americanism, o* Christ- 
ian democracy, of liberty — not license 
— of real brotherhood.” 

Tlie service was the first of the 
Sunday evening meetings held at 7 
o'clock, in tlie Union Church. A chorus 
choir led the music. These meetings 
are' planned to he of a community 
nature popular songs, good social 
fellowship, and a messagq on some 
burning question of the hour of our 
American lift*.

Ellas S. Deals, Esq., of Weymouth, 
who tiad formerly been largely en- 
gaged in the manufacture of boots 
and shoes, had been invited by the 
Committee to speak in response to 
the following sentiment: — "The Man- 
"fncturers of Weymouth — they furn- 
ish understandings to millions of the 
human race." Owing to the lateness 
of the hour when It was reached, it 
was decided expedient to omit this 
and the several other remaining sen- 
timents designed to bo offered; but 
the subject of that above recited be- 
ing of very great interest to our cit- 
izens. it has beffn thought desirable 
to secure the preservation, in this 
form, of the knowledge of such facts 
in relation to this principal business 
of the town, as the large experience 
and opportunities of Mr. Beals would 
enable him to present; and in reply 
to the Committee's request he has 
furnished for publication 'the follow- 
ing appropriate response to that sent- 
iment: — 

1 like this sentiment for the spark 
of wit it contains, as well as for its 
substantial truthfulness. There is a 
happy coincidence regarding this mat- 
ter of "understandings," in that the 
good understanding of the heads of 
the manufacturers enabled them to 
produce understandings for the feet 
that recommended themselves to the 
understanding heads of a multitude 
I of people, thus theoretically causing 
“both ends to meet.” 

This sentiment has reference main- 
ly, of course, to the production of 
boots and shoes. For the first hund- 
red and fifty years ufter its settlement 
it is probable that Weymouth manu- 
factured no more boots and shoes 
titan were suilicient to supply its own 
inhabitants, but about one hundred 
years ago it commenced in a small 
way to make a very few for the Bos- 
ton retail market. Everything then, 
and for the next fifty or sixty years, 
was done by hand, with the simplest 
kind of tools. From fifty down to 
thirty years ago. the Merritts made, 
by hand, at their little forge, nearly 
all the tools that were used in this 
and the neighboring towns in mak- 
ing boots and shoes; and excellent 
tools they made, too. 

Tools or'" s Vnplements, which might 
with any degree of propriety be cal- 
led machines to aid in making boots 
and shoes, are of recent date. Only 
about forty years ago, Iron-Jawed 
clamps, for holding boots and shoes 
whilst being "seamed up,” first made 
their appearance; and they very soon 
supplanted the old wooden article, 

• sometimes made of barrel staves, 
which was before used for that pur- 
pose. Next came along sole-leather 
rollers 6nd sole-leather cutters of var- 
ious kinds; and then came heel-makt 
lug machines, sewing, pegging, nail- 
ing and many other machines, thick 
and fast, machine after machine, un- 
til now the morning’s calm Is broken 
by the shrieks of steam-whistles in 
numerous localities, and the constant 
roar and clatter of the machines set 
tn motion for the manufacture of 
j boots and shoes by steam's mighty 
power almost bewilders our senses. 

Less thn seventy-five years ago the 
boot and shoe bosses, as they were 
I called, made only a few dozen pairs 
la month or a week; and those fgw 
goods ttiey carried to Boston by wa- 
I ter, in a packet, from Weymouth 
Landing, or on horseback, in panniers, 
and sometimes even on foot. There 
are present here to-day several of 
! the children of a man who once car- 
ried. on foot, a back -load of shoes 
to Boston to sell, and who brought 
home in the same manner a side of 
sole leather and a sheet-iron shop- 
stove. besides other articles. Think 
of that, you manufacturers wlto now 
ride in silk-velvet cushioned railway- 
cars at the rate of thirty miles an 
hour when on business, and who 
drive pairs of prancing steeds at a 
two-forty pace when riding for pleas- 
| ure. 

Many other persons In this town 
performed exploits similar to that of 
the man of whom 1 have spoken. The 
father of some who are now before me 
has more ban once brought, on foot, 
goods from Boston to sell from his 
retail-store And an elderly woman 
who lived less than a mile from this 
spot, about eighty years ago. once 
bought a bedstead in Boston and 
brought it home on her own shoul-

Many have said that Weymouth is 
THE ONLY TOWN that has handled 
the snow right. When the streets of 
Weymouth are compared with Brain- 
tree, or Quincy, or other towns, Wey- 
mouth is far ahead, for the travelling 
is excellent on the main streets be- 
tween the different parts of the town. 
In Braintree and Quincy little haB 
been done and the travelling 1b wret- 
ched. 

Snpt. Johnson gets busy after each 
storm and with his road scraper push- 
es the surplus snow to one side, so 
that the snow is level and not deep. 
Soon men are at work with another 
machino carting off the surplus snow- 
in the gutters. 

Considerable snow has fallen this 
month and there is some excellent 
sleighing, but only a few sleighs are 
seen. Automobiles and auto trucks 
are however in daily use. Snow on the 
roofs is causing leaks and damages. 
Every day the mercury Is below the 
freezing point, and hovering around 
zero. A regular old-fashioned winter.

It Is 12 feet wide 
and 17 feet long, nnd Is well lighted 
by n scries of four windows In the out- 
side wall. OfT the dining room Is the 
kitchen, 10 by 10 feet, which ha** a 
door leading to the artistic little side 
porch shown on the' jterspectlve. 

A second door lends from the dining 
room Into a short hall which connects 
the two bedrooms nnd bathroom. One 
bedroom Is ten feet square, and the 
other 12 by 13 foot. From this brief 
description nnd by studying the floor 
plan. It will readily be seen that this 
Is an extraordinarily comfortable and 
con von Ion t a rrn ngemont. 

Coupled with this good Interior Is an 
exceptionally attractive exterior. While 
the roofs of this bungalow, on both 
tlu> house Itself nnd over the porch, 
would come under the general term 
of a gable, there Is a wide overhang 
that Is usually called a “hip” roof, 
which makes the roof lines exceeding- 
ly graceful. The sides of the house 
nro of shingles, and with the lattice- 
work that Is alongside the small 
porches are attractive. 

This Is only one of the many de- 
signs for frame bungalows that have 
been drawn by architects and from 
which thousands of homes have been 
built. Hut it Is an excellent exam- 
ple of this style of architecture, nnd is 
a home that every builder will find 
most satisfactory, both in appearance 
and In Interior arrangement. 

While everyone knows, especially If 
he Is considering a home-building proj- 
ect for the coming season, that there 
will be an immense amount of house 
construction next spring nnd summer, 
it may he well to sound n warning. 
Thnt warning Is that If the home Is 
wanted during the season, the time to 
select the design nnd let the contract 
for the house Is now.

Beavers’ Most Marvelous 
Accomplishment, Building 
of Dams to Retain Water 


"And now we come to the most mar- 
velous of the ’leaver's accomplish- 
ments — the feat of building a dam. and 
we shall understand a point which has 
possibly puzzled many of us, and that 
is the reason for building this dam," 
says Itnymond !,. I titulars In Hoys’ 
l.lfe. In the course of an article on 
“Animal Engineers." 

"Work on the dam Is now In order, 
nnd this means additional clearings, as 
a great amount of timber Is necessary. 
The banks of the stream begin to show 
quite an open character, as tin* sap- 
lings fall, are cut up and the sections 
towed lo the site of the dam. 

"1 hiring this work another Interest- 
ing characteristic of the beaver is dis- 
played, the animal’s thrift and elimi- 
nation of waste. Its favorite food Is 
green bark and this is easily obtained. 
Many branches are stripped by tin* 
broad Incisor teeth nnd for a tituo 
these lie in confusion along the banka 
— but not for long. The foundation of 
the dam rises in much the same fash- 
ion as that of the beaver's house of 
tooth-hewn timber and once tin* out- 
line Is established there is a general 
cleanup on shore. Sticks that have 
been gnawed free of bark are simply 
carted to the water and turned loose 
as Is much other debris In the shape 
of fine, loose brush, left over from the 
larger cutting. This material floats 
down-stream and lodges against the 
framework of the dam, where It Is- 
worked Into the crevices, and Is fol- 
lowed by water-soaked materials, 
much mud and wet leaves from the 
stream bottom. The dam Is soon ef- 
fective and the stream begins to rise. 
The beavers now work at the base of 
the dam, making it broader by packing 
it with mud and producing the same 
foundation of generous breadth at the 
bottom with an Inward curve toward 
the top that we note In the most ap- 
proved feats of human engineering In 
retaining and raising bodies of wa- 
ter."

The League of Nations came into 
being last Friday, the first meeting 
of Its council being held in Paris pur- 
suant to n call issued by President 
Wilson. At present it is admittedly 
somewhat of a weakling, since the 
United States is not a member and 
Russia, Germany and some other pow- 
ers have not been admitted. But 
America doubtless will adhere to the 
covenant before long, and the league 
will then proceed to fulfill, or not ful- 
fill, the rosy predictions of its crea- 
tors. Most of the world wishes It 
well nnd hopes it will prove to be the 
beneficent Institution thnt its ardent 
supporters believe it will be.

Sunday Is observed three times a 
week In Sarajevo, Bosnia. Because 
there ure 33 , 000 Turks In the city, 
Friday is the first Sunday. Then nil 
tlie Turkish stores close nnd one goei 
twice a day to some of tlie hundred 
mosques whose slender nilnnrets 
gleam white ngninst the green back- 
ground of tlie hills. 

Because 200 years ago a group of 
Spanish Jews settled in Bosnia, Sat- 
urday is Sunday for many Sarajevans. 
Then ail tlie Jewish stores are closed 
nnd tlie Jews of tlie city crowd the 
ldg yellow synagogue of tlie main 
street. 

Because all the rest of the .14,000 
Inhabitants of Sarajevo and hundreds 
of peasants from l lie hills around are 
Sorbs and Bosnians, following both 
the Roman Catholic and tlie Greek 
Orthodox beliefs, tlie Sunday sabbath 
is the biggest Indy (lay of all in Sara- 
jevo. All tin* stores except tlie Turk- 
ish are closed. The churches wr« 
crowded with people dressed In every 
style from the latest Belgrade fash- 
ions to homespun trousers for both 
men and women, with huge headed 
shoes it ltd woolen turlnms. After thnt 
modern Sarajevo walks about tlie 
modern quarters and old-fashioned 
Sarajevo dances the "kolo” iu the ldg 
square of the crowded Turkish 
bazaar. 


The people of tlie United Stntes, es- 
pecially, perhaps, the business men, 
do not nt all relish the fact thnt tills 
country alone is now technically nt 
wnr with Germany. They nre letting 
tile senate know how they feel, nnd 
thus the pressure on that august body 
to reach a compromise on the treaty 
has been Increasing daily. The people 
do not wish the matter put up to 
them ns a political issue in tiie presi- 
dential campaign, for they do not 
claim to be experts at treaty-making 
and feel that tlie senate should attend 
to its own business. All last week 
tlie compromisers were busy trying to 
reacli a common base, assuming tlint 
President Wilson would not reject 
moderate reservations despite ids re- 
pented assertions to tlie contrary. 
Itut article 10 was, ns ever, the stick- 
ing point, nnd at this writing a settle- 
ment was not In sight. Meanwhile, 
Immediately following the promulga- 
tion of the pence treaty, the other na- 
tions are sending their representatives 
to Germany and pushing their cam- 
paigns to secure trade. 

Plans are being laid for a great edu- 
cational, financial and Industrial con- 
ference for the purpose of restoring 
normal conditions throughout the 
world. Support for the scheme hns 
been asked of the governments of 
the entente and neutral nations of Eu- 
rope and tlie Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States by a large num- 
ber of leading men of this country 
and Europe. Tlie original call does 
not Include Germany and Austria, but 
It is stated that these countries as 
well as Japan 8nd the Lailn-Ameriean 
republics will be asked to send dele- 
gates. 


Tho imminent return of the 8,000 
Americans in Siberia Is again prom- 
ised, nnd apparently it Is high time. 
A correspondent nt Harbin says an 
American detachment in trnns-Balkn- 
11a recently fought with troops of 
General Semenoff, commander of the 
ail-Russian army, nnd took an ar- 
mored train from them. Two of the 
Americans were killed. The Czecho- 
slovaks, to aid whom the Yanks went 
to Siberia, have had frequent clashes 
with SemeuofTs men.

Supreme Court to Pass on 
18th Amendment and 
Enforcement Act. 

BIG RAID IN NEW YORK 


Federal Agents Search Saloons and 
Warehouses — $5,000,000 .in 
Liquor Seized — Arrests 
In Kentucky 

Washington. — The supreme court 
lias decided to pass on tile validity 
ol both the federal prohibition amend- 
ment, which became operative last 
Saturday, and the act of Congress 
prescribing the manner of its eu- 
lorcemeut. 

The court's decision will be given 
oil proceedings which are to be insti- 
tuted by the state of Khode Island, 
which was given permission to bring 
an original suit. Solicitor General 
King for the government announced 
that be immediately would prepare 
and nle a motion asking for dismissal 
of (be Khode island case on the 
ground that the court lacked jurisdic- 
tion. 

The permission was granted by 
Chief Justice White, without comment 
or without fixing any time for bearing 
arguments in the case. 

Motions to bring the suit were bled 
by Any -Gen. Kice of Rhode Island, in 
response to a resolution adopted by 
the stale Ix-gislature authorizing him 
to take steps to test both amendment 
aOd enforcement act. 

lu briefs filed in support of the mo- 
tion. Khode Island authorities ques- 
tioned the validity of the ratification 
of the amendment and alleged that it 
was an interference with the state 
police i>owers and a violation of the 
6th constitutional amendment. They 
also alleged that it was "uusurpatory. 
unconst tuiumal and void " 

Khode lslaud was one of the states 
that refused to ratify.

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$5,000,000 IN LIOUQR SEIZED 

Federal Agents Search New York 
Saloons and Warehouses 

New York — Whiskey, wines and 
cordials valued at from *5.000.000 to 
$10,000,000 have been seized here 
by government prohibition agents. 
About 100 federal officers have tieen 
searching saloons, warehouses und 
piers for contraband liquors. 

James Shelvin, supervising prohibi- 
tion officer, said that the raids woul l 
l>e continued and larger quantities of 
intoxicating beverages would be 
seized during the next few days. He 
was unable to say what disposal the 
government would make of t|^e con- 
fiscated liquor which is being stored 
in six bonded warehouses under 
heavy guard. 

The largest single seizure made by 
tlie government agents was 45, 0m) 
gallons of high-grade whiskey, which 
were taken from a lighter that bad 
been sunk in the Hudson liver. A 
wrecking company had just raised 
the boat out of the water when the 
agents appeared and took charge of 
the cargo. Fifteen barrels of the 
liquor which floated down the river 
were closely pursued by a police boat 
and prohibition agents and raptured. 

At pier 22 in the East river, 15,«>f>(j 
cases of bottled whiskey were confis- 
cated. Other large seizures were 
made in Brooklyn, including 1000 
drums of grain alcohol and 2000 cases 
of vermouth. 

Government agents visited saloons 
throughout the city and seized all al- 
coholic beverages found. Others made 
a round of warehouses, seizing pri- 
vate stocks of neglectful owneis who 
had failed to heed the advice to keep 
their liquors in their homes. 

Squads of prohibition agents were 
assigned to the offices of railroad dis- 
patchers, checking up on eastward 
mo\ements of trains known to have 
some carloads of whiskey. Every drop 
will be seized when the trains reach 
New York and orders lave teen is- 
sued to prevent the owners of the 
liquor from halting the shipments.

Fish Is not used ns n food to the 
extent It should be In this country 
nor to the extent that It Is used In 
other countries. It Is ehcnpcr thnn 
ment because it requires less labor to 
produce and mnrket It, and because 
flsh consume In their growth very lit- 
tle nmterlnl which is nvuilnble or use- 
ful In human food. Like meat. It Is 
a protein food, and if well cooked it 
ninkes a nutritious and palatable 
dish. 

Even though purchased dressed, flsh 
should be carefully cleaned In the 
home. After cleaning and washing 
wipe dry with a soft cloth and salt 
well before cooking. The addition of 
vinegar or lemon Juice during the 
choking Is usually advisable when it Is 
baked or boiled. 

Because they contain less of the so- 
cnllod extractives which give flavor to 
pork, beef, and mutton, flsh are likely 
to he somewhat Insipid. For this rea- 
son extra care should be used In tlio 
i selection of the other food to bo 
! served with it. Have It either very 
| highly flavored or so mild In flavor

RIGHT KIND OF FOOD 1 
NOT GIVEN CHILDREN 

Costs More in Some Instances, 
But Is Not Suitable. 


Improperly Fed Child Is Under Hand!* 

cap From Start to Finish — Result 
Given of Experiment Re- 
cently Made in Iowa. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The child fed Improperly Is not get- 
ting n square deal In this world, how- 
ever much else may ho done for him 
by his parents. From start to finish 
ho Is under n hnndlcnp. mentally nnd 
physically, when In competition with 
those who have been given the right | 
kind of food. 

Surprising ns It may seem, statis- 
tics show that the proportion of un- 
dernourished children In the better 
homes Is large. Just ns It Is In the 
homes of smaller Incomes. The food 
served In the former may cost more 
nnd be In greater abundance, but It 
Is quite ns apt to be unsuitable for a 
growing child. 

Wnpelln county, Iowa, Is a prosper- 
ous community where eomfortnblo 
homes arc the rule nnd not the excep- 
tion. Recently the county nurse and 
the home demonstration agent, with 
the aid of ten volunteers, weighed nnd 
measured 2.180 children In the county. 
Of the children examined, 407 were 
below weight. Out of n group of 107 
children In rural districts, who were 
weighed, measured nnd Inspected, only 
five were found to he normal. 

To Illustrate what proper diet will 
do for n child, two nutrition classes 
were started In Ottumwa schools. In 
one were eight children, each from five 
to fourteen pounds underweight. They 
are being given one pint of milk dally 
for three months. One cupful Is given 
In morning recess nnd one In the aft- 
ernoon. 

At the other school, a lunch Is 
served nt 10:15 each morning to the 
clnss selected. It consists of a large 
dish of well-cooked oatmeal, with 
sugar nnd whole milk, a glass of milk 
nnd graham crackers. The children 
nre very eager for this plain whole- 
some food. 

The records of gain nro Interesting. 
Every child has made nt least n two- 
pound gain. One nlne-yenr-old boy, 
six pounds underweight, has gained 
eight pounds, nnd one eleven-year-old 
hoy 17 pounds underweight nnd In ex- 
tremely poor physical condition, has 
gained nine pounds, nnd his general 
health Is much Improved. 

FREQUENT SCALDING IS BEST 

To Keep Household Water Vessels 
Clean and In Good Condition 
Much Care Is Needed. 

(Prepared bv the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The grentest care Is required to 
keep household water vessels clean 
nnd in good condition. Water coolers 
should ho of some mnterlnl, such as 
porcelain or enameled ware, which Is 
easily kept clean. They should ho 
scalded at frequent Intervals. Tho 
Ice, if It comes In contnet with the 
wnter, should be of known qunllty. 
Doubtful Ice should be kept from con- 
tact with the water. Many families 
cool drinking water by putting It In 
the Ice box In glass fruit jars or bot- 
tlOR. 

Where It Is believed or known that, 
the wnter supply is not pure, a filter 
should be used. If a filter Is used 
every precaution should he taken to 
keep It clean nnd In good condition, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture specialists suggest. An earthen' 
ware filter may he cleaned by thor-* 
ougli scrubbing with a brush. Then If 
should be placed In a pan or kettle of 
wnter nnd boiled. A small piece of 
wood should be placed under the Jnr 
to prevent direct contact with the 
heated bottom of the pan. 

GOOD MEAT FROM CHEAP CUTS 

Housekeeper Has Two Problems to 
Contend With in Attempting to 
Reduce Expenses. 

(Prepared by the United States I^epart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

When the housekeeper attempts to 
reduce her meut bill by using the less 
expensive cuts, she commonly bus two 
difficulties to contend with — tough 
meat and lack of flavor. Prolonged 
cooking softens the connective tissues 
of the meat. l*uundlng fhe meut nnd 
chopping It ure ulso employed with 
tough cuts to help break the muscle 
fibers. The flavor of meat, even In the 
least desirable cuts, may be developed 
by careful cooking, noticeably by 
browning the surfuee. Ollier flavors 
may be given by the uddition of vege- 
tables and by seusoulug with condi- 
ments of various kinds.

' tenderloin In two nnd broil under llie 
gas flame or over coals. Have the lit*!it 
Intense nt first and sear the meat on 
both sides to hold the juices. Reduce 
the lient and when the ment Is puffed 
nnd nicely brown remove lo a hot 
platter. Season with salt, pepper and 
bits of butter. 

Stuffed Pork Tenderloin. — Select 
medium-sized tenderloins, wipe with a 
soft cloth dipped In cold water. Split 
I the meat lengthwise, making a slight 
incision with a sharp knife, then pull- 
ing the muscle until It is almost spill 
In two. Make a dressing of bread, 
salt, pepper, summer savory, onion 
Juice, and moisten with water. Spread 
the dressing on the split side of tin* 
meat, remembering that It swells with 
| cooking, l’lnce a second tenderloin 
j over the dressing. Sew the edges to- 
gether with coarse thread. Place In a 
buttered pan with a cupful of hot 
wnter. Bake in a moderately hot oven 
for three-quarters of an hour, lowering 
the bent after the first twenty min- 
utes. l’ut a few bits of butter In the 
pan and baste frequently. One tender- 
loin may be used for a small family. 
Pork Tenderloin French Style. — 

; Wipe the tenderloin carefully and with 
: n sharp knife cut Into slices about an 
Inch thick across the tenderloin. 
Bound the pointed ends of each 
j and pound each piece to flatten It. 
Season with salt, pepper and roll In 
flour. Have ready smoking hot fat. 
Drop In the meat and turn at once in 
order to form a crust on both sides. 
Continue cooking at a lower tempera- 
ture and cook for twenty minutes. 
Pour off the fnt, except two table- 
spoonfuls. Add three tnblespoonfuls 
of flour and a little salt. As soon as 
the flour Is a golden brown, add milk 
nnd stir .vigorously to keep the gravy 
smooth. Add milk until the gravy Is 
a trifle thin. Season to taste and pour 
I around tlie meat.

— Make a custard of 
the yolks of four eggs and the whites 
of two. four tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
two tablespoonfuls of preserved gin- 
! ger sirup, und one pint of milk. Just 
| before the custard Is done udd enough 
gelatine to slightly thicken and let it 
completely dissolve. As soon ns the 
custard coats the spoon set the dish 
In cold water to arrest the cooking, 
i Turn Into molds. Sprinkle each mold 
I with preserved ginger. 

Baked Apple Dumplings — Select 
j tart apples that do not lose their shape 
| In cooking. Bare evenly, after the 
cores are removed. But the apples 
i Into enough water to float them, and 
| add one cupful of water. Cook until 
I almost done. Remove from the sirup 
and cook the sirup until thick. Blace 
each apple In a square of pastry. Fill 
the cavities with sugar and lemon 
Juice, and drop the thickened sirup 
over the top of the apples. Moisten 
the edges of the pastry and press to- 
gether over the top of the apple. But 
In a baking tin and bake a nice browu. 
i Serve with cream Just sour enough to 
: be thick, adding powdered sugar and 
nutmeg. 



SEASONABLE GOOD THINGS. 

God’s sront out-of-doors Is over call- 
ing. nnd If wo do not hood lls call 
It will send us In hills that Will rail 
for heavy and sometimes frightful sot- 
tlenionts. 

At tills season sweetmeats nre ve -y 
popular. The following Is wholesome 1 
nnd not bard to prepare: 

E Nut, Date and Choco- 
late Sweetmeat. — Heat 
four taMcspnon fills of 
honey or maple sirup to 
llu> boiling point ; add 
half a pound of tho 
slightly sweet dipping 
chocolate and let stand 
over hot water until tho 
^ j chocolate Is soft ; add 
one pn Hinge of dales, 
cut from the seeds lit small even 
pieces, half a ctipfu! of hlanehed al- 
monds, eul In slnvds and one ten spoon- 
ful of vanilla. Mix well with a wood- 
en spoon to blend thoroughly. Have 
ready some hi. sett it tins or a brick mold 
lined with parchment paper. Press tho 
mixture Into the mold and rover with 
paper, then lay on a weight. Let stand 
six hours to ripen. 

Fruit Cup. — For five glasses tnko 
one orange, three bananas, half a pack- 
age of dales, one cupful of wlilto 
grapes, measured after they are 
skinned, cut in halves and seeded, 12 
pistachio nuts, ihe Juice of half a lemon 
and three-fourths of a cupful of cream. 
Remove all the peeling and membrane 
from the orange, separate into sec- 
tions and cut each in halves cross- 
wise. Peel the banana, scrape to re- 
move the threads, cut In thin, even 
slices and squeeze over them tin* Juice 
of half a lemon. Pour boiling water 
over tin* dates, drain and place on a 
dish to dry In a hot oven, then remove 
the pits and cut in sections. Mjx all 
ihe fruit together, then dispose In 
glasses, pouring the fruit sirup over 
It. Whip the cream and pipe it above 
the fruit : serve very cold. 

Prune and Cottage Cheese Salad. — 
Soak choice prunes over night ; cook 
until tender. When cold cut open, 
remove the stones, and cut the prime In t 
smooth even pieces. Press collage 
cheese for an hour or longer, then cut 
In half-inch cubes. For on eh serving 
beat two tnblespoonfuls of thick prune 
juice, a teaspoonful each of lemon 
juice and sugar or honey and two 
Inblespoonftils of olive oil until thick. 
Place a layer of the prunes on lettuce 
hearts, the cheese above. Pour over 
(lie dressing and serve at once.

A 1 - 
most anybody 
can digest such 
a dish as (lie fol- 
lowing, however: 
Apple Snow. — Pare and quarter tart 
apples, add boiling wnter and cook un- 
til tender. Press through a sieve. To 
two cupfuls of pulp add a half cupful 
of honey and the grated rind of half 
a lemon, with the juice. Heat to tho 
boiling point, add one and one-half 
tuldespoonfuls of granulated gejatlne 
softened In one-third of a cupful of 
cold water, nnd stir until the gelatine 
Is melted. Chill, and when the mix- 
ture begins to Jelly, add the stiffly 
beaten whites of two eggs, and heat 
with a Dover egg heater until very vne. 
Turn Into a mold, and when firm, 
serve uninolded with cream or boiled 
custard. 

Compote of Bananas. — Make a slrt: > 
of sugar or honey and half a cupful 
of water. Peel nnd scrape two or 
three bananas, then cut In thin slice. 1 ; 
add to the sirup and boll, shaking the 
pan to cook all shies evenly. Add a 
U t tie lemon rind or orange rind for 
flavor to the sirup. Skim the bit nanus 
as they soften, to a plate. When all 
nre cooked, hull down the sirup a lit- 
tle. und when cool add (lie hummus. 

Fruit Salad. — For each service take 
a slice of pineapple, the flesh of one- 
fourth of a grapefruit, half u canned 
pear, three heart leaves of lettuce, two 
tuldespoonfuls of fruit Juice (canned 
fruit juice may be used), bulf a tea- 
spoonful of lemon Juice, two table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil and one-fourth 
of a teaspoonful each of salt und pup- 
riku. Arrange the fruit on the let- 
tuce. Beut the salad dressing ingredi- 
ents with a Dover egg beuter, pour over 
the fruit, und serve at ouee. 

To avoid monotony have a variety of 
breakfast fmsls. Non e of the foods 
named should be omitted from the 
dally diet. Plenty of fruit aud vegeta- 
bleu are absolutely essential uud do not 
I stint them on wholesome fats. Plenty 
j of butter or egg yolk with whole milk 
' la another necessity.

In ease It has worn 
shiny it should In* turned, placing the 
wrong side out. In hoys’ suits even 
more than in grown-ups two pairs of 
pants for one coat Is economical. A 
sidt with two pairs of pants will wear 
more than twice as long as a suit with 
only one pair. It Is not particularly 
difficult to make boys’ clothes. The 
pants, if cut by a reliable pattern, are 
easy. When the coat Is undertaken 
tin* lining should he first cut and titled, 
using a simple pattern ns a guide. 

Discarded shirts of percale and ma- 
dras are used by many housewives for 
making aprons. There Is a great vn- 
rlety of pntterns for tin* smaller 
aprons that are needed by every wom- 
an who busies herself nt home with 
housework or sowing.

STRICKEN WORLD 

t - - - 

Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 

ISSUE BEFORE ALL NATIONS 


Four Year* of Hell Have Left the Peo- 

plo In a Nightmare, From Which 
Only New Morale Can 
Arouse Them. 

Article I. 

By FRANK COMERFORD. 

Four years of pagan hell left Eu- 
rope stunned and staggering. The 
world has oomo 
through the red- 

dest and blackest 
night In all the 
biography of the 
plnnet. With the 
signing of the 

nrmlstlee the peo- 
ple tried to slinke 
off the nightmare 
and grope back 
to light Today, a 
year after, It Is 
trudging and 
i stumbling, para- 
lyzed and be- 

numbed. The 
present problem 
of making the 

— I world safe for 

civilization Is more serious than 
was the question of making It 
safe for democracy four years ago. 
If there was reason for sacrifice 
then, there Is reason for It now. 
If there was cause for a mili- 
tary morale then, there Is need of nn 
Industrial morale today. Freedom 
called men to fight and die that nu- 
tocracy might not rule and ruin the 
world. The Issue now Is not only 
freedom. It Is life — the chance te eat — 
to be warm — to sleep, and a tired, 
wounded, worn and weary people face 
the tomorrows with little faith and 
much fear. 

I went to Europe to see for my- 
self. I was unattached, a free agent. 
I was not a member of a Mission — 
I had no preconceived opinions. 

I sought facts — the human facts. I 
looked Into the eyes of the people, 
walked the streets, talked with men, 
women and children, rich and poor, 
humble and powerful, Journalists, 
bankers, lawyers, preachers, actors, 
government officials, coal miners, team- 
sters, factory hands, labor lenders, rad- 
icals, conservatives, children of the 
street and women at their washtubs, 
farmers and peasants, tenants and 
landlords. I cross-examined official 
records and pursued official figures. I 
listened to opinions, heard speeches, 
Interviewed the streets, listened to the 
conversations of the cafes and the talk 
of the cheap restaurants. I knew that 
few Americans would have the chance 
to go to Europe to see and hear for 
themselves, that the millions of Amer- 
ica would be compelled to depend upon 
the eyes and ears of others for In- 
formation concerning a problem of 
world Importance, a problem that Is 
bound to Involve us — we are part of 
It. No country Is Independent. Na- 
tions are Interdependent to the extent 
and for the same reasons Individuals 
are. 

Only Hope la In America. 

Europe looks te America for salva- 
tion, as a dying man looks to God for 
mercy. We are her only hope. If 
the United States adopts the policy of 
leaving Europe alone, on the theory 
that we have done enough for her, 
Europe will be plunged Into the sav- 
agery of revolution. It Is faith In 
America, belief tbnt America will sus- 
tain her, help her carry the awful load 
that Is bending and almost breaking 
the back of weak and crippled Europe, 
that Is keepluc her from succumbing. 
This faith is about tlie only thing Eu- 
rope has left. 

What Is America? It Isn’t the build- 
ings and banks, the railroads, the 
bouses and the land. It Is the one hun- 
dred and ten million people of whom 
you are one. So Europe’s plea Is ad- 
dressed to you. The prayers of her 
hungry children are petitions to you. 
America's policy — the answer of the 
United States, will come from the 
Judgment of the people. No man or 
woman can escape the responsibility. 
Each of us will contribute to the de- 
cision. It Isn’t a hypothetical case 
we are called ut>on to decide — It ts a 
question Involving the life of human 
beings, men. women and children who 
are blood of our blood, part of 'he 
great world family — the human race. 
Shall we close down our shops, fac- 
tories. mills and mines, bolt the doors, 
stop production at a time millions of 
humsn beings are crying to us for 
help? Can we listen to the thin, 
bony hands of children knocking at 
our doors and sit in our comfortable 
homes, leaving them to die on our 
threshold? No call to arms ever had 
so much right back of It. so much hu- 
manity as the call to work has to- 
day. 

The house of Europe has been on 
fire. It has been wrecked. It is scarred 
and charred— a ruin. The cupboards 
are empty, th* people demoralized and 
sick. Winter is attacking them, iiuu- 
ger has a strangle hold. They are in 
rags. They must rebuild, and they 
haven't the material for the work. 
They turn to us. Their condition la 
their plea, our condition, our obliga- 
tion. If the golden rule ever had any 
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nalm on onr hearts .and heads tha 
time to prove It Is now. 

Our Comparative Plenty. 

In our house things are well. We 
hnve been saved the devastation of 
war. Our acres are ample, our yield 
has been plentiful. We hnve nn abun- 
dance of material. Onr man power 
has only been lightly touched by the 
wnr. It Is true that we gnve nearly 
seventy thousand lives thnt the Prus- 
sians might not pass; that autocracy 
might not shackle the world. It was 
onr best blood. Europe gnve for four 
years, and she gave of her youth un- 
til her man power was nlmosj ex- 
hausted. 

We cannot sacrifice Europe with- 
out being sacrificed. If Europe falls — 
Amerlcn will totter. The storm of un- 
rest thnt rocks Europe to ruin will 
slinke America. We must work nnd 
give — loan. If you plense. 

The heart of labor Is warm. Its 
sympathy Is born of suffering. The 
gospel of tlie brotherhood of mnn Is 
the messnge thnt labor has always 
taught. I am sure that tf I could pic- 
ture the poverty of the children and 
women nnd men of Europe— If I could 
only mnke people see whnt I have seen 
In Europe, our differences would seem 
trlvlnl by comparison with their suf- 
ferings. Men would will to work and 
find Joy In the working. Whnt grenter 
compensation can com© to conscience 
than - working to feed the hungry, to 
clothe the naked, to comfort the lowly? 

If the heart of enpltnl ts stone and 
cannot feel tlie message which comes 
over the seas, let labor show that Its 
heart Is humane nnd thnt It will suffer 
Injustice, If need he, a little longer to 
snve flesh nnd blood, brother and sis- 
ter workers, on the other side of the 
ocean. It's a crime ngnlnst God and 
mnn to stop - production at this mo- 
ment — nnd extrnvngnnce ’n this hour 
Is a grenter Immorality than prostitu- 
tion. 

I did not stop with the gathering of 
figures, because I knew thnt while 
figures are Important they frequently 
fall to tell the full truth. Official re- 
ports and statistics, granting thnt they 
are accurate, are at best only photo- 
graphic. The photograph' records with 
mathematical exactness the exterior of 
things. It seldom gets to the heart. 
The photograph Is the still picture — 
the picture of the motionless fact. Im- 
pressions are more like oil paintings. 
They possess the human touch. They 
reach the heart within. Back of the 
daubs of pnlnt on the canvas are the 
throbs of a heart. The film Is only sen- 
sitized. Man’s brain Is sensitive. The 
photograph reproduces the outline ; the 
painting, the substance. 

Plain Record of Facts. 

In reporting to yon the things I saw 
and heard, I want to give you photo- 
graphs — the figures and facts as I 
learned them, and the Impressions I 
gathered from the speech and life 
of Europe. I have tried to keep my 
eyes free from prejudice so that the 
lenses would be unbiased. 

In the June of 1014 Europe had a 
place in the sunlight of peace. The 
fields were filled with peasants, bend- 
ing their hacka to toll. Villagers were 
happy In the common routine of their 
simple lives. Factories, mills, mines 
and shops were filled with men. 
Wheels hummed, smoke streamed from 
chimneys, Industry was singing. In 
the cities traffic roared, trains rattled. 
It was the story of a busy, working 
world. 

Problems there were, of course, the 
problems normal to the growth and 
progress of the world. There was 
aorne unrest, too, but children scam- 
pered to school, patient women sang 
crooning songs te their bablee. Men 
carrying dinner backets whistled on 
their way to work. There were shad- 
ows — the unllghted side of the world's 
street — the slants and the tenements; 
but men and women were planning 
and fighting the black ugliness, and 
everyone had faith In the tomorrow. 
The world was making headway — It 
was growing better; Its conscience was 
awakened. We were becoming our 
brother's keeper. It was a normal, 
snne, good old world. It was good 
to he alive. 

Then came the day, the day tha. 
will never be forgotten — the day that 
changed the world ; the day of four 
years, at the end of which civilization 
was almost hunchbacked.

Replant Your Lest Teeth. 

When one’s front teeth are knocked 
out there Is no need to leave them on 
the floor, for they can he reinserted 
by a good dentist. 

Dr. H. M. Savery tells In the Lan- 
cet (London), of two cases. In each 
of which several teeth were dislo- 
cated from their sockets. In one case 
the teeth were placed In salt water 
while the dentist carefully washed 
out the sockets. Then they were 
reinserted, a stitch or two taken. 
In the gums and the Jaws were ban- 
daged shut so that the teeth hit on 
a pad of lint. In the other rase the 
teeth still hung to the gums, so the 
sockets were cleaned out without de- 
taching the teeth. In both cases the 
teeth became solidly fixed and the 
patients could use them for normal 
biting In a few months after the acci- 
dent. 

Dr. De Witt C. Henry of New York 
replaced not long ago the teeth of a 
truck driver that had been knocked 
out In a collision. The man had 
picked hts teeth from the gutter aud 
ran up to the dentist's office carrying 
them in his hand.

At Neullly he became, for the first 
time since his enlistment, nn Individ- 
ual, and at the very outset he wns dis- 
tinguished by certain qualities which 
lind passed unnoticed In the frying pnn 
and fire of the trenches. For one 
thing, he wns obviously Immune to 
kindness; nnd for nnother, he was ap- 
parently Immune to hope. He wus a 
man of Inveterate silence; not the 
grim silence of fortitude In suffering

FINE POULTRY RECORD MADE 

Satisfactory Results Reported From 
Number of Co-operative Ship- 
ments In Arkansas. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. ) 

The Poinsett county (Ark.) agricul- 
tural agent and homo-demonstration 
agent report satisfactory results from 
a number of co-operative shipments 
of chickens marketed by farm women 
(Jurlng the ^enrly summer. Shippers 
listed their poultry In the same man- 
ner ns Is employed where hogs or cat- 
tle are shipped co-operatively, using 
Monday as shipping day. All the poul- 
try wns shipped by express from tit) 
to 280 miles to the Memphis nnd St. 
Louis markets. 

A total of 1,573 pounds of poultry 
wns loaded at the shipping point In 
July; the total weight at destination 
wns 1,411 pounds, the aggregate 
shrinkage In transit amounting to Kill 
pounds, or an average of 10.il per cent. 
The cost of marketing. Including ex- 
press, commissions, coop expenses, etc., 
but, not Inclusive of shrinkage, was 4.4 
cents a pound, while the cpst of mar- 
keting n pound, Including the drift 
over the railroad was: Hens, 7.5 cents; 
cocks, G.il cents; and springers, 8.5 
cents. 

The total gross sales amounted to 
$421.07, which left a net return to the 
shippers of $352.80 after tin* shipping 
expenses of $(1S.71 were deducted. The 
market value of this entire shipment 
on the local market was only $208. SO, 
so that the net gain through co-oper- 
ative marketing aggregated $80.47, or 
a total of 34 per cent. Twenty-one 
shippers participated. 

PAYS TO BANISH LOAFER HEN 

In Recent Culling Campaign In Indi- 
ana 345 Out of 1,222 Fowls 
Were Discarded. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The Bartholomew county (Ind.) agri- 
cultural agent reports that a total of 
1,222 hens were handled In n recent 
culling campaign and of this number 
345, or 28 per cent, were discarded as 
poor layers. The entire number of 
hens, 1,222, laid 2,S«8 eggs the week 
before culling, while the week after 
they had been culled the 887 fowls 
left on the furms laid 2,202 eggs. This 
explains why It was expedient man- 
agement to rid the flocks of the 345 
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County Agent Discarding “Boarder" 
Hens. 

lazy loafers which laid only 54 etrgs 
the week after they hnd been sepa- 
rated from thHr former unites, despite 
the fact that they received the same 
amount of feed as the profitable pro- 
ducers. Tbe percentage of egg produc- 
tion the week before culling was 27.(1 
while the week after It wus 30,8 per 
cent.

disappointment of the youthful crowd, 
who bad earnestly striven (but against 
the fates) to complement the interest- 
ing services of the day with a splen- 
did show of pyrotechnics. But the 
storm-king wub abroad, and the show- 
er soon developed lqto an easterly 
storm, accompanied by a high wind, 
which compelled the striking of the 
mammoth tent, thus driving from 
their temporary shelter the young pa < 
trlots, who sought their homes with 
some abatement Indeed of their en- 1 
thustastlc ardor, but with the firm 
resolve that they would “try again" 
on the recurrence of this anniversary.

The conference of the Rnltlc nntlons 
closed with the appointment of a com- 
mission to work out a plnn for a de- 
fensive alliance ngninst soviet Itusslrw 
Contrary to expectations, there was 
not even discussion of the question of 
rnnklng peace with the bolsheviki. 
Lithuania wanted to form nn alliance 
with Esthonln and Lntvia ngninst Po- 
land, and when this wag rejected the 
Lithuanians virtually withdrew from 
the conference. It Is Intimated that 
Lithuania may make alliances with 
both soviet Russia and Germnny, 
which would make the position of Po- 
land even more uncomfortable than It 
now Is.

Soviet Russia’s thrent ngninst Per- 
sia, and consequently agnlnst all of 
southern Asln, ns was foreseen, has so 
alarmed the British thnt they nre hur- 
rying to the defense nf their great In- 
terests In thnt pnrt of the world. Nn- 
vnl forces from the Mediterranean al- 
ready linve been sent Into the Blnok 
sea and troops, prohnbly about 10,000 
of them at first, mny b» dispatched to 
the Caucasus at once. Bntum, nt the 
enstern point of the Black sen, Is their 
first objective, and from there they 
will undertake to occupy and hold the 
line of the Tlflis-Bnku railway running 
to the Cnsplnn. Georgia and Azerbai- 
jan, the two new republics which mnke 
up the peninsula between tfie Inland 
Beas, have naked assistance against 
the soviet forces, and the barrier 
agnlnst Trotzky’s armies must he 
built there. According to dispatches 
from Paris the supreme council be- 
lieves that ultimately at least 100,000 
troops will he needed In the Caucasus, 
and perhaps the estimate will he dou- 
bled later. France, of course, beenuse 
of her Interests in Syria, Is concerned 
only in a lesser degree Ilian Is Great 
Urltnln In the advance of the bolshev- 
ikl toward Asia Minor. As her share, 
It Is understood, France will relieve 
the British of ull participation In the 
military work In the plebiscite area In 
Germany, the official announcement by 
Marshal Foeh being that the British 
troops nre "not ready." They had 
been waiting ut Cologne for months 
for this duty, however, so It Is fair to 
presume that they will be hurried to 
the near Enst. 

The British already have smnll 
forces In Persia and have begun the 
organization of the Persian army, hut 
the native troops cannot yet be count- 
ed on to any great extent. Aside from 
protecting her broad avenue to the In- 
dian frontier. Britain Is vitally Inter- 
ested In saving the Immensely valua- 
ble oil fields of which Baku Is the cen- 
ter. Moreover, under the secret treaty 
negotiated last summer. Great Britain 
U hound to protect Persia. 

Another move to check the bolshev- 
ik! Is reported from Warsaw, where 
It Is rumored that the Itoumunlans are 
preparing to occupy Odessu and organ- 
ize Its defenses against the soviet 
forces. 

Preceding these developments came 
the news that the supreme council had 
lifted the trade blockade against soviet 
Russia, and the bolshevtst leaders 
balled this ns a sure sign that the al- 
lies were about to make i>eace with 
them. Their belief appears to be un- 
founded, though the disposition to 
withdraw from all Intervention within 
the boundaries of Russia is growing 
clghtlly. Even the Japanese announce 
that they are about to quit Siberia, 
where, however, their protege. General 
Femeuoff, has Just declared himself 
supreme ruler becuuse Admiral Kol- 
chak has disappeared. The Czechs are 
still along the trans-Siberian railway 
lt» the Lake Baikal region and bloody 
conflicts between them and the Semen- 
off troops are said to be frequeot. 

The essential weakness of the Kol- 
chak Semenoff opposition to the bol- 
shevikl. as of the movements led by 
I>enlklne. Yudenitch and others, liea in 
the fact that all these leaders are reo- 
ogulzed as representative* of the reac- 
tionary and monarchists elements. 
Tims they cannot hold the support of 
the great mesa of the people, who, if 
cot bolahevlsta, are social revolution- 
ists and social democrats.

While the federal prohibition ngents 
nre seizing millions of dollars’ worth of 
liquors and the bootleggers on the bor- 
ders and the moonshiners everywhere 
are making small fortunes, one wisp 
of hope Is held out to the wets. The 
Supreme court of the United States 
bus granted to Rhode Isluud permis- 
sion to Institute in that court original 
proceedings to test the validity of both 
the prohibition amendment to the Con- 
stitution nnd the Volsteud enforcement 
act. The suit Is brought by direction 
of the Rhode Island legislature, which 
refused to ratify the amendment. It Is 
ulleged that the amendment is nn In- 
terference with the state |»ollce powers 
nnd a violation of the fifth constitu- 
tional amendment, and Is "usurpntory, 
unconstitutional nnd'vold." 

A generally overlooked feature of 
the prohibition law which is of im- 
mense Interest to thousands of prop- 
erty owners wns brought to public’ at- 
tention last week. This section Im- 
poses a fine of not more than $2,000 
or a prison sentence of not more than 
two years on the owners of property 
upon which nre displayed signs or 
posters advertising liquors which are 
Intoxicating.

The first enrgo of rudlcnls deported 
from the United States was landed in 
Finland and on Monday of last week 
the reds crossed the border Into Rus- 
siu, where they were greeted by bois- 
terous crowds of their brother holshev- 
ists. Emma Goldman nnd Herkmnn 
were the last to cross the frozen river 
between the two countries. Prepara- 
tions to send over a lot more of that 
Ilk are proceeding and arrests are of 
dally occurrence. In Chicago William 
Bross Lloyd, the millionaire com- 
munist. and 84 of his fellows were In- 
dicted for conspiracy to overthrow the 
government. 

Despite the severest kind of criti- 
cism from many eminent citizens of all 
parties, the majority in the New York 
assembly Insisted on the suspension of 
the five Socialist tuembers-elect. and 
they ure now on trial before the as- 
sembly Judiciary committee, charged 
with disloyalty. Some of the best law- 
yers the Socialist party can boast are 
engaged In the defense, but the com- 
mittee excluded the New York City 
Bar association committee, headed by 
C. E. Hughes, from independent partici- 
pation in the proceedings. That asso- 
ciation was among those that con- 
demned the action of the assembly. 
Morris Hlllqult, chief counsel for the 
defendants, said If the decision was 
against them It would “let loose the 
violent revolution which we Socialists 
have always endeavored to stem." 


Politics, especially in a presidential 
election year, seizes on nearly every- 
thing for Its own uses, nnd that Is the 
fate that has befallen Admiral Sims’ 
scathing criticism of the navy depart- 
ment and its chief, Secretary Duniels. 
It Is being treated as a partisan mat- 
ter by the senate, whose naval uffalrs 
committee has it In hand. The Repub- 
licans — excepting Senator Borah— are 
supporting the admiral, nnd the Demo- 
crats by the same token have rallied 
to the defense of Daniels. The most 
sensational charge made by Sims was 
thnt on his departure for England a 
high official of the department said to 
him : "Don’t let the British pull the 
wool over your eyes. It Is none of our 
business pulling their chestnuts out of 
the fire. We would as soon fight the 
British as the Germans." 

Secretary Daniels flatly denies hav- 
ing said thl6. or anything like It. and 
the udinirul said he would tell only the 
committee the name of the man who 
did. More Important was the general 
charge that Sims never was given 
whole-hearted and efficient sup|>ort by 
the department In the prosecution of 
the war at sea, and that the cost of 
Daniels' policy, or lack of policy, was 
th^ loss of many lives and much ship- 
ping. All of this was contained In a 
letter from Admiral Slins to the de- 
partment. which the admiral made pub- 
lic at the demand of the senate sub- 
committee Investigating the matter of 
naval decoration awards. The whole 
scandal will be given a thorough air- 
ing. and the Republicans will not 
overlook the additional material It may- 
give them for the campaign.

A SYMPOSIUM OF SOUPS. 

Although clear soups, which arc 
largely wnter, contain little nourish- 
ment, they are of 
value because 
they warm and 
stimulate the 
stomach. Appe- 
tizing soups may 
he made of mate- 
rials otherwise 
wasted. A cupful 
or two of mashed potato can he turned 
Into a most nourishing soup. 

Soup Is not necessarily made from 
moat stock ; such vegetables may be 
used as beans, pens nml other vege- 
tables cooked until soft and passed 
through n sieve, then heated with milk, 
wnter or stock. Using left-over vege- 
tables Is nn economy. 

Spilt Pea Soup. — Tnke one pint of 
dried pens, four quarts of wnter, one 
large onion minced fine, four tnlde- 
spoonfuls of drippings (or butter Is 
better, as It gives a better flavor), 
three tnhlespoonfuls of flour, one tn- 
hlcspoonful of minced celery or n few 
dried lenves, one-linlf teaspoonful of 
paprika and two ten^poonfuls of salt. 
Wnsh the pens nml soak them over 
night In cold water. In the morning 
pour off the water and put them Into 
the soup kettle with three quarts of 
water. Place over the fire and bring 
to the boiling point. Pour off this wn- 
ter and add four quarts of boiling wn- 
ter, and let the pens simmer for four 
hours. Add the celery the last hour 
of cooking. Cook the onion and drip- 
pings slowly for half an hour. Drain 
the wnter from the pens nnd save the 
wnter. Add flour, wnter nnd season- 
ing nnd cook half nn hour, stirring 
often. Mash the pens, rub through n 
sieve, nnd mix with the other Ingredi- 
ents. Cook 20 minutes mid serve hot. 

Scotch Broth. — Take three pounds of 
mutton, two tnhlespoonfuls of penrl 
barley, two tnblespoonfuls of minced 
onion, two tnblespoonfuls of minced 
turnip, the same of carrot nnd minced 
celery, nnd salt ; one tnblespoonfu! of 
minced parsley nnd three quarts of 
cold wnter. Remove the bones nnd all 
the fat from the mutton, cut the meat 
In smnll pieces, and put Into the stew- 
pun with the water, chopped vegeta- 
bles, barley and nil the seasonings ex- 
cept the pnrsley, nnd simmer three 
hours. Add the pnrsley nnd serve. 

Many vegetables *vhleh would oth- 
erwise be refused will be taken un- 
questioned In soups. The mineral 
value found In vegetables Is very es- 
sential for all growing children, nnd 
when spinach Is not relished as a plain 
vegetable, add It with other vegetables 
to a cream soup.

WHAT SHALL WE HAVE FOR DIN- 
NER? 

Where fresh mnckerel Is not to be 
obtained, those who are fond of flsh 
will like baked mackerel 
occasionally, which Is a 
fuvorlte breakfast dish 
In many h o u s e li o I ds. 
Soak until freshened a 
good thick meaty flsh, 
letting It He In water 
skin side up. When suf- 
ficiently freshened place 
In n dripping pan with a 
few tnblespoonfuls of boiling water. 
Cook for ten minutes; then add hot 
cream poured over the fish and bake 
for ten or fifteen minutes longer. 
Serve with the sauce poured over the 
fish. Milk uiay be used with butter, 
but nothing tastes quite so good us 
cream. 

Dinner Salad. — Use a few sections 
of grapefruit with all membrunes re- 
moved and broken In small bits ar- 
ranged on lettuce and sprinkled with 
finely shredded green pepper. Serve 
with an oil dressing, using com oil. 
Rent the yolk of an egg, add salt, 
sugar, mustard and lemon Juice; when 
well mixed add a little corn oil, beut- 
lng well. Continue beutlug until thick 
and creamy. Use about three-fourths 
of u cupful of oil to one egg yolk and 
u tahlespooiiful or two of lemon Juice. 
This dressing will keep Indefinitely If 
kept cold. 

Add one tablespoonful of cornstarch 
to each cupful of flour In making cuke. 
It In * r->ve« i lie grain greatly.

OUT OF THE POTATO BIN. 

Tho common vegetables of mother 
earth may be served In a variety of 
ways, to avoid monot- 
ony. 

Stuffed Potatoes. — Se- 
lect good, even-sized po- 
tatoes, cut off tho ends 
nnd bake. When linked, 
scoop out tho Inside 
without hrenklng the 
shell. Add butter to sen- 
son, with salt nnd red 
pepper nnd sweet cream enough to 
beat them light nnd fluffy. Fill the 
skins with this and place In tho oven 
to brown. 

Farm Potato Dish. — For a good- 
sized family, take n milk pnn, cover 
the bottom with sliced potatoes, flllb.g 
the pan nearly full ; sprinkle over tho 
sliced potatoes one, two or three finely 
shredded onions, the number depending 
upon the amount of potato or the fam- 
ily taste. Cover nil with well-seasoned 
pork chops which hnve been cooked 
on one side. I’lnco them cooked side 
next to the potntoos, nnd place In tho 
oven to cook until tho potntoos are 
done and the chops brown. This Is a 
meal which Is good to prepare on a 
busy dny, nnd Is very appetizing. 

Hot Potato Salad. — One quart of 
boiled potatoes diced, one minced on- 
ion, chopped parsley nnd green pepper 
to tnsto. Take two slices of bacon 
diced, and fry until brown ; remove 
the lilts of friend bnenn nnd use ns a 
garnish on top of tho snlnd. Add a 
tnlilespoonful of flour to the hot fat, 
nnd when smooth stir In a hnlf-cupful 
of vinegar, hnlf-cupful of hot wnter, 
one ^enspoonful of salt, n teaspoonful 
of sugnr nnd n little pepper. Stir nnd 
cook until smooth, then pour Lot over 
the vegetables. Sene hot. 

Potatoes, Spareribs and Apples. — 
Place seasoned spareribs In baking 
dish nnd cook one hour. Place quar- 
tered potatoes under the spareribs and 
quartered apples on top. Bake one 
hour more. Senson well with salt and 
pepper before bnklng. 

Hot Potato Balls. — Take a pint of 
mashed potato, seasoned well, add two 
beaten eggs, a tablespoonful of flour, 
a hulf cupful of grated cheese and 
milk to make a soft drop batter. Drop 
by spoonfuls Into hot fat, and cook un- 
til light brown. 

"Cookery must be studied thor- 
oughly these days, for It must be 
remembered that the less food there 
Is the more Important It Is to know 
how to utilize what la available to 
the best purpose." 



SIMPLIFY YOUR MEALS. 

Those who know tell us that the 
average American of the well-to-do 
class, eats at 
least one-third 
more food than 19 
necessary or Bofe, 
and that seven- 
eighths of our 
diseases are 
caused from Im- 
proper food and 
also, In lnrge degree, Improper eating. 

Horace Fletcher, who gave to the 
world so much on the way to eat and 
what to eat, advccuted the long masti- 
cation of foods, chewing twice as long, 
and In consequence the appetite la 
satisfied with much less food. 

Fried Onions and Apples. — Slice two 
onions very thin and cook In a table- 
spoonful of hot fat until yellow, then 
add half a dozen sliced tart upples; 
cook until soft, uddlng a hit of wuter 
and fat If needed. Just before servlug 
mid a teaspoonful of sugar. Sene 
with roast pork, pork sausages or pork 
steak or chops. If one does not like 
the onions or desires vurlety core tho 
apples without peeling, slice In half- 
inch slices and fry carefully not to 
break them. Serve with chops, mak- 
ing an overlapping ring of the apples 
around the chops. 

A simple experiment which has 
, been often repeated is that of chewing 
a mouthful of bread and butter until 
li swallows Itself, without uny effort. 
It will develop a flavor In the mouth 
which will he u surprise to all rapid 
eaters. The starch Is partly changed 
by the action of the saliva which la 
never noticed when food Is bolted. 

With a soup for a light ineal and a 
simple salad following u mulu dish and 
a dessert which appeals to the eye, one 
has a meal which Is suitable for all 
ordinary duys.

HOT SOUPS, CHOWDERS AND STEWS, MAKE 
EXCELLENT DISHES FOR COLD WEATHER! 
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The Ingredients of a Fish Chowder Are Simple and Inexpensive. 


(Prepared by tho United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

For tho cold, raw winter dny what 
Is more cheerful than a howl of hot, 
savory soup, a steaming hot chowder, 
or a well-seasoned stew? Now Is 
the time to take advantage of the pos- 
sibilities offered by these dishes which 
may he made nutritious enough to 
servo as the main dish of the simple 
supper or midday meal nnd yet ho 
made at small cost. 

All of the recipes for the dishes 
given below have been tested In the 
kitchen of the department of agricul- 
ture. Served with bread nnd butter 
nnd a simple dessert they mnke nn 
economical nnd n well-balanced meal. 

Such dishes are nlso economical In 
that they furnish nn excellent use for 
tho smnll quantities of left-over meat 
nnd vegetable. Try keeping a stock 
kettle on the linck of the rnnge, put 
Into It the hones nnd meat trim- 
mings, the lilts of meat, flsh or fowl 
left on the serving platter, the smnll 
nmount of gravy left In tho roasting 
pan, the bones from tho roast, or tho 
steak, or tho roasted fowl. All of 
these combined make a rich stock 
when cooked together, which If used 
In place of water will add richness 
ns well ns flavor to soups, chowders 
nnd stews. 

In the same way If n howl Is kept 
In tho refrigerator for the smnll quan- 
tities of left-over vegetables, they may 
also may be ndded to the soup, the 
chowder, or the stew, lending a vari- 
ety of flavors. 

Soup*. 

Black bean soup, split pen Roup, 
cream of benn or pen, puree of beans 
nnd tomatoes — you can hnve all of 
these nnd many others. They are 
delicious. Inexpensive and easy to 
mnke. 

Soak nnd cook a pint of pens or 
beans ns usunl, but tnke more water, 
about two quarts, nnd cook until very 
soft. Then put them through a sieve. 
These mashed beans or pens are ready 
to bo made Into nil kinds of soups 
by adding the various sensonlngs, with 
water nnd milk or stock enough to 
make two quarts. These soups should 
all hnve a little flour added to them 
as n binder, to prevent tho thick part 
from settling to the bottom. Mix 
thoroughly two tnhlespoonfuls of fat 
with two tnhlespoonfuls of flour, add a 
little of tho hot Roup, and 6tlr un- 
til It Is smooth, then add to the re- 
maining soup, stirring to prevent 
lumping, and cook for about ten min- 
utes. 

Black Bean Soup or Split Pea Soup. 

— To the pulp from u pint of beans or 
pens add enough water or stock to 
make two quarts. Thicken with flour, 
ns directed. Season with salt and 
pepper. The Juice of a lemon nnd one- 
half teaspoonful mustard add to the 
flavor. 

Cream of Bean or Pea Soup. — To 

the cooked and mashed pulp add 
enough milk to make two quarts of 
soup. Season and thicken with flour. 

Puree or Porridge of Beans and To- 
matoes. — Instead of milk, tomatoes 
may he used. Add a cupful of canned 
tomatoes or three medium-sized toma- 
toes which have been cooked for ten 
minutes nnd put through a sieve. If 
the porridge Is too thick, add water 
nr stock. Season and add the flour as 
directed. 

Bean or Pea Soup With Meat. — The 

peas or heuns are soaked as usual and 
cooked until soft In four quarts of 
water with meat, either a soup hone 
or u hum hone, or one liulf pound of 
salt pork or any smoked meat. Re- 
move the meut and put the soup 
through a sieve. Season and thicken. 
The cooked meut cut In smull pieces 
may lie added to the soup. An onion, 
several stulks of celery or soup herbs 
are good cooked with the soup. 


CHOWDERS. 

Fleh Chowder. 

m pound* of A»h 2 cupful* carrot* cut 
(fresh. salt, or in piece*, 
canned). V* pound aalt pork. 

* potatoes, peeled 3 cupful* milk, 
and cut In email Pepper. 
pte<es. 3 teaapoonfula flour. 

1 onion, sliced. 

Cut pork In small pieces and fry 
with the chopped onion for five min- 
utes. Put pork, onions, carrots and 
potatoes in keTtle and cover with boil- 
ing water. Cook until vegetables are 
tender. Mix three tahlespoonfuls of 
flour with one-half cupful of cold milk 
and stir !u the liquid In the pot to 
thicken It. Add the rest of the milk 
and the flsh, which has been removed 
from the hone and cut lu small pieces. 


nnd cook until the flsh Is tender, which 
will require about ton minutes. Servo 
hot. You can omit salt pork and lino 
a tahlespooiiful of other fat, If pre- 
ferred. Salt codfish or smoked flsh, 
rabbit, fowl, or any meat may be used 
Instead of fresh flsh, or tomatoes In- 
stead of milk. Any desired vegetables 
may be used In plan* of carrots. 

Vegetable Chowder. 

Here Is a mixed vegetable chowder 
that Is good. It mnStes a substantial 
dish. Rice and okrft may be substi- 
tuted for potatoes and carrots; Indeed, 
utmost any vegetables may be used 
with or In place of tfloso mentioned. 

♦ potatoes. 2 tnblespoonfuls fat, 

3 carrots. or a ploeo of salt 

8 onions. pork. 

1 pint canned toma- S level tnbloHpoonfuli 

toes. flour. 

" teaspoonfuls salt. 2 cupfuls skim milk. 

Cut potatoes and carrots In small 
pieces, add enough water to cover, nnd 
cook for 20 minutes. Do not drain off 
the water. Brown the chopped onion 
In tho fat for live minutes. Add this 
nnd the tomatoes to the vegetables. 
Heat to boiling, add two cupfuls of 
skim milk, and thicken with flour. 
Celery tops or green peppers give a 
good flavor to the chowder If you hnp- 
pen to have them. So do finely chopped 
chives. 


STEWS. 

Hot Pot of Mutton and Barley. 

1 pound mutton. 4 potntoos. 

V4 cupful of pearled S onions. 

barley. Celery tops or othet 

X tablsnpoonfu! salt, seasoning herbs. 

Cut the mutton In small pieces, and 
brown with the onion In fat cut from 
the rnent. This will help innke the 
meat tender nnd Improves tho flavor. 
I’our this Into n covered snucepnn. 
Add two quarts water nnd tho bnrlcy. 
Simmer for one nnd one-half hours. 
Then add tho potatoes cut In quarters, 
seasoning herbs, nnd seasoning, nnd 
cook one-half hour longer. This recipe 
will serve five people. Rico can bo 
used In place of bnrrey. 

Kidney Bean Stew. 

1 cupful dried kid- 2 tahlospoonfula ot 
ney or other beans! flour. 

2 cupfuls canned to- 1 onion. 

matoes. 1 tablcspoonful salt. 

Vi cupful rice. 

Wash the beans, put In a covered 
kettle, and soak over night In two 
quarts of cold water. Cook the heuns 
slowly In the water In which they 
soaked. If necessary, add more wnter 
to cover nnd continue the cooking un- 
til they are nearly tender, usually 
about two hours. Wash the rice, cut 
up the onion and udd with the toma- 
toes to tho beans. Cook until tho 
rice Is tender — alwiut 30 minutes. Mix 
the flour with a little cold water nnd 
stir In carefully to thicken. A small 
piece of salt pork cut up lu cubes nnd 
added to the beans at the beginning 
of the cooking gives a pleasant flavor 
to the dish. 


OVERCOOKING SPOILS FLAVOR 


Vegetable* Like Cabbage or Onion* 
Become Disagreeably Strong If

Overcooking of vegetables Impairs 
tln lr flavor. Very delicate flavors uru 
destroyed. while vegetables with very 
strong flavors, such us cahhage or 
onions, become dlsugreeuhly strong If 
rooked too long. Overcooking ulso 
destroys the attractive color of some 
vegetables.

Census Supervisor Joseph 1. C.arity t 
announces Ihe census enumeration , 
for Weymouth has practically been ( 
completed. Several enumerators were , 
assigned to duty, and according to j 
reports Hied by them, every person 
in Weymouth who was available, has | 
been listed. While no figures will be | 
given out, a substantial and healthy , 
growth has been experienced since ( 
the last census. 

The enumerators have made every 
effort to secure the necessary lnfor- i 
mation in relation to every .person in 
Ihe town. The work has been very 
well done, but of course, It Is una- 
voidable that some persons must have 
been overlooked. The census law Is 
explicit to the effect that every per- 
son must be enumerated and the law 
places the responsibility, upon both 
the enumerator and the persons to be 
enumerated. 

With this Idea In mind, Supervisor 
Clarity has issued a strong request to 
every person In Weymouth who has 
not been covered by th enumerators, 
to make this fact known at the cen- 
sus office, in order hat arrangements 
may he made to have the enumerator 
call and secure the necessary infor- 
mation. 

This can he done either by telephone 
by calling Quincy 2025, daily between 
the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M„ or 
by filling out the form printed below 
and mailing it to the Supervisor. Ev- 
ery resident of this town is urged 
to give this matter their early and 
careful attention.

TO PIG OWNERS 

Hog cholera exists in Weymouth at 
the present time. Some farmers have 
lost pigs due to this highly contagious 
disense and others may unless cer- 
tain precautions are taken. 

How cholera may be contracted: 

Every swill distributing plant is apt 
to be a center of distribution of the 
disease as vehicles carrying away 
swill are apt to come from places where 
cholera exists, thus contaminating the 
place. 

Feeding frozen swill lowers the vi- 
tality of the pigs to such an extent 
that they are apt to be susceptible to 
most any disease with which they 
come in contact. 

Treatment for Immunity: 

Pigs may be inoculated to prevent 
them from contracting the disease. 
They may be treated at any age after 
weaning. The inoculation is simple 
and Is done at the State’s expense by 
men sent out especially for this work. 
There is a slight charge of from 35 
cents to 80 cents, depending on the 


size of the pig. This charge is Ihe 
cost of the serum and Vlr is used, no 
Charge is made for the inoculation. 
This certainly is chcno 'nsurance. 

Symptoms of the disease: 

When a pig begins to look rough 
and unhealthy, humped tip and does 
not come out to eat, such may be con- 
sidered with suspicion at least. 

Anyone wishing more Information 
regarding the symptoms, treatment, 
etc., write to the Dept., of Animnl Hus- 
bandry, room 138 State House, Boston, 
Mass. 

Farmer’s Bulletin No. 834, published 
by tho U. S. Dept., of Agri., Washing- 
ton, D. C., Is a very reliable publica- 
tion on this subject and is free 'for 
Ihe asking. The Agricultural depart- 
ment at the Weymouth High School 
will gladly assist In furnishing infor- 
mation regarding this disease.

It has been 
her night sob, nnd for four yenrs made 
up of months, weeks, days, hours, 
minutes and seconds death has been 
her .s’etnesls. 

She Is now totaling. The figures nre 
appalling. They stagger her Imagina- 
tion. It Is easy to write them. Im- 
possible to understand their full mean- 
ing. The mind can’t grasp It; the 
world Is bewildered by the number. It 
Is too stupendous, too horrible for un- 
derstanding. Think of It, seven nnd a 
half million young men, for the most 
part between the ages of eighteen nnd 
thirty, the youth, the strength, the 
spirit, the man power of Europe, dead 
.- twenty million from civil life dead, 
over twelve and a half million wound- 
ed. 

Who can tnensure this loss? 

War brought death. It did more — 
It stopped birth. In the devastated re- 
gions of Belgium, France, Italy. Po- 
land. parts of ltussln nnd the Balkan 
countries, the birth rate fell to al- 
most nothing. In England nnd Wi les 
the birth rate In the last part of 10 Hi 
was 19.5, the lowest on record. Mai- 
led calculated that the birth rate had 
fallen 12 per cent In England nnd 
Wales hy 1010. 

The Journal of Heredity quotes Snv- 
orgnan ns having estimated that It will 
take England at least ten yenrs, Ger- 
ranny 12 years, Italy 38 yenrs nnd 
France 30 yenrs to recuperate their 
populations. These cnlculutlons by 
Savorgnan were made before the fear- 
ful losses of the cnmpnlgn of 1018. 

A village In France, Blerancourt, 
tells whnt the wnr has done to the man 
power of Europe. This village, which 
Is In the Chateau Thlerry-Soissons dis- 
trict, had a population of a thousand 
people before the wnr. Its losses have 
been tabulated. Twenty-six soldiers 
from this village were killed In the 
war. Ninety-seven of the villagers 
died from war privations.

THE FISHING PLACE

August 1, 1014, was the day. On 
that day Germany declared war on 
Russia. The lire alarm rang around 
the world. Peasants In the field 
straightened their bucks, listened and 
looked Into the sun confused, wonder- 
ing. Flags were unfurled, bunds 
played, faces were white, tense and 
serious. Men left their work and 
tulkod In groups on the street corners. 
Women In I<1 down their brooms, put 
uslde their washing, and talked In 
whispers; sad lights were In their 
eyes. Children stopped playing. Some- 
thing had happened. Evil things were 
ahead. August 3 and 4 found France 
and Grout Britain mobilizing their 
sons. The torch was sweeping Eu- 
rope — the tire of death had started. 

For four long years — heart-sicken- 
ing years — the world ran red. Men 
waded through mud and blood, fought, 
suffered, cursed, prayed, while back 
home In the manless houses women 
and children worked, cried, prayed 
and waited. The world was mad. 
I>euth poisoned every breath the 
people breathed. 

It Is over now, It Is finished. A 
stunned, numbed, weak, heartbroken 
Europe Is again sitting In the sun of 
pence. Europe Is In dirty black rags. 
The black Is mourning, the rags nre 
poverty. Her fnce Is deeply lined — 
trenches made by suffering. Her eyes 
nre downcast and dead. Hope flutters 
weakly In her breast; faith bus faded 
from her soul. Her home Is n house 
of darkness. The fire on the hearth 
lins turned to cold gray ashes. The 
kettle no longer sings, It moans. Her 
mind Is weary, her body Is wasted. 
Hunger has robbed her of her strength. 
Iler stoekingless, shoeless feet are 
blue from the cold. Her lips wear 
starvation color. Ice In the winter’s 
wind iHshes her shivering, half-naked 
body. She mumbles as she stares vu- 
cnntl.v Into space — she Is tired, so 
tired. As I beheld her It seemed to 
me that a fnce so troubled and sad 
must never have known a smile. 

I listened to her muttering*. I found 
tlint she wus counting. Over nnd over 
again she counted on her thin, tired, 
worn hands — she was counting her 
dead. 

Thinking of Her Loss. 

She was thinking. Iler eyes looked 
over the hundreds of thousands of 
squnre miles of war zone, slnshed 
with trenches, pitted nnd pockmarked 
by shells. She sees where they fell. 
No tears nre in her eyes. Long ago 
the hurt had reached the point where 
tears dry up. Itow upon row, line 
upon line, mile upon mile, white- 
painted wooden crosses mark their 
graves. For the most part they were 
her youngest born, her most beloved, 
who dug deep In the soli to sleep for- 
ever In the dark dugoiits. 

As they fell bleeding from steel and 
lead, choking from gas, writhing in 
agony from tire, they proved In the dy- 
ing word they spoke that they were 
mere hoys, as they had shown In their 
fighting that they were brave men. To 
the popples they Intrusted their mes- 
sage, and the red poppies remember 
the lust word of Europe’s dying sons, 
who went out Into the great beyond 
with this last word on their lips. 
“Mother." 

She lias finished counting; an ache 
shudders through her bent body. She 
sighs ami sobs, "Seven and u half mil- 
lion of my sons are dead." 

Her thoughts turn to the living, her 
arms open to receive them, she holds 
them to her heart. They have come, 
but how? 

Some with sightless eyes, doomed to 
grope through the world in a never 
ending darkness, a night without stars 
or moon ; sunless black, hopeless days, 
and these, too. young men lu the very 
morning of their day. 

Others sentenced to silence — deaf 
and dumb. Never again will she hear 
their voices nor will they hear her* 

Still others In wheel chairs, dwarfed 
leg leas. 

Mere hobbling on crutches, limping 
on canes. 

Some with empty sleeves. 

Many with great scars, where once 
irus a handsome face. 

She see*- them all. her henrt bleeds; 
the twisted, the mingled, the torn 
She ts counting them, the 12.610.017. 
the wounded of the war. 

War’s Frightful Cost.

“missing and prisoners" In the official 
war acvtre.

The war !s over, but she Is not over 
the war.

Successful Chicken Raisers Beginning 
to Appreciate Value of Green 
Feed In Winter. 

All poultry raisers are beginning to 
appreciate the value of sprouting oats 
for liens In winter. I made a sprouter 
of my own ns sliowfi In the drawing, 
says a writer In an exchange. It Is a 
box 'JO by 20 Inches and fill Inches 
high. It Is large enough to supply 50 
to 75 hens with sprouted onts every 
other tiny. There are six drawers In 
the box, on eh two inches deep with 
window screen for bottoms.

0, which Is water tight. D Is n lump 
below the pan C nnd should he regu- 
lated so the oats In the lower drawer 
will not get warmer thnn 85 or !>() 
degrees.

STEEPLECHASE BACK 
ON A FIRM FOOTING 

Cross Country Game Re-estab- 
lished on Eastern Tracks. 


Certain That There Will Be Keen 

Competition and Large Fields in 
1920 at Belmont, Aqueduct 
and Other Courses. 

One of the most pleasing features 
of the 1015) racing season is the re- 
newed Interest In steopleehnslng, the 
most picturesque branch of the sport. 

Though it took some time to re- 
establish It. the cross-country game is 
now on a firm footing again, and it 
promises to he Immensely and de- 
servedly popular next season. 

It was a regrettable feature of the 
racing on the metropolitan tracks that 
the steeplechase events were far be- 
low the average of other years both In 
the number and quality of the horses. 
This was unavoidable, as many of the 
owners of jumpers were In the serv- 
ice during tlie war and gave up racing 
for the time. Tlie result was that 
when they returned It was necessary 
to establish the sport anew. 

How well tlds has been accom- 
plished was shown recently in Mary- 
land when some of the new fencers 
were brought out. These were horses 
developed for cross-country running 
since last spring, and consequently 
not yet at their best, but they showed 
enough to make it certain that there 
will be much better competition and 
larger fields In 15)20 nt Belmont pnrk, 
Aqueduct and Saratoga. 

More than 40 horses were trained 
for the jumps last yenr. A number 
of these hnve not yet had a public 
trial, though they have schooled well. 
But among those which have been 
tried are Mrs. I'ayne Whitney’s Itol 
Crag, one of the very cleverest of the 
new crop. Esquimau, from tlie stable 
of Captain Bay I'nrr; War Paint and 
Twiford, owned by W. T. Wilkinson, 
and Iloudlnl, from the string of jump- 
ers owned by J. E. Wklener. 

Most of these named are three-year- 
olds which had shown speed over the 
fiat but had the natural qualifications 
for jumping. As a rule, horses are 
not turned over to the steeplechase 
game until they hnve served their use- 
fulness on the fiat, and that accounts 
for the aged fencers and tlie lack of 
class In many of the contests. There 
should be better racing with younger 
horses.
